Urban Sustainable Sanitation and Septage: A

ABSTRACT : ULBs are mandated to undertake planning, design, implementation, operation and 
maintenance of water supply and sanitation services in cities and towns. There is a direct relationship 
between water, sanitation and health. In order to minimize these impacts, Government of India has 
under taken several measures including increased investment in urban sanitation, policy initiatives, 
regulations, and public campaigns to improve sanitary conditions in the country. Government of India 
launched Swachh Bharat Mission in 2014 with a view to eliminate open defecation and improving the 
sanitary conditions in urban areas.Currently on-site pit latrines, septic tanks and other such systems 
account for a substantial proportion of toilets in urban areas while the containment of human waste 
will be largely achieved under SBM, its treatment still poses a huge challenge. In the absence of 
adequate safe and sustainable sanitation, many Indian cities are already suffering the consequences, 
in the form of health ailments and serious pollution of water and soil resources. In the absence of 
adequate safe and sustainable sanitation, many Indian cities are already suffering the consequences, 
in the form of health ailments and serious pollution of water and soil resources. In many instances, 
faecal sludge and septage is dumped in drains and open areas agriculture fields posing considerable 
health and environmental risks. The problem of faecal sludge and septage / sewerage must be addressed 
ina holistic manner, with a strategy that provides for minimum needs and is appropriate and affordable 
for all areas and population considering the local situation. Against this backdrop, present study 
purports to examine the status of urban sanitation in selected cities and suggesting roadmap for 
improving sanitation conditions. 


Relevance of the Study for the Society : The present study will be of paramount importance for 
policy implications as Government of India has already implementing centrally sponsored schemes of 
AMRUT, Swachh Bharat Mission and Namai Gange for improving the conditions of urban sanitation

and waste water disposal besides suggesting roadmap and action plan for improving the urban 
sanitation and effective management of faecal sludge and waste water management .There is a direct 
relationship between water, sanitation and health.

Introduction : Ministry of Urban Development, Government of India, launched Swachh Bharat 
Mission in October, 2014 with a view to eliminate open defecation and improving the sanitary conditions 
in urban areas. Weak sanitation has significant health costs and untreated sewage from cities is the 
single biggest source of water resource pollution in India. This indicates both the scale of the challenge 
ahead of the Indian cities and the huge costs incurred from not addressing them. India’s bigger cities 
have large, centralized sewerage systems with vast underground pipelines, pumping stations and huge 
treatment plants. These systems are expensive to build and even more expensive to operate, as they 
require continuous power, a large amount of water, skilled operators and extensive electro-mechanical 
maintenance. The problem of faecal sludge and septage / sewerage must be addressed in a holistic 
manner, with a strategy that provides for minimum needs and is appropriate and affordable for all areas 
and population considering the local situation. FSM should be given priority in urban sanitation 
programmes and there should be an increased convergence between AMRUT and SBM goals of making 
India ODF. Achieving ODF should not merely be restricted to the act of going for open defecation but 
the faecal matter should also be properly disposed to reduce its ill effects. Separate faecal sludge 
disposal station needs to be constructed such as SWM plants. Need to ensure that there is a reliable fee- 
based service for FSM at the ULB level by incorporating this requirement as a precondition for funding 
under SBM. The scheme should strongly incentivize the development of local service providers based 
on PPP models and encourage resource recovery. Skill development of personnel on plumbing, 
mechanical desludging of septic tanks/ pits, truck operation with immediate job placement is required. 
Access to sanitation is unequal across income groups, cities and states. Indian cities can be divided 
into various class sizes according their population. 

Environmental sanitation aims at improving the quality of life of the individuals and at contributing 
to social development. This includes disposal or hygienic management of liquid and solid human waste, 
control of disease vectors and provision of washing facilities for personal and domestic hygiene. 
Environmental sanitation comprises both behavior and facilities to form a hygienic environment. Most 
diseases associated with water supply and sanitation, such as diarrhea, are spread by pathogens found 
in human excreta. The faecal-oral mechanism, in which some of the faeces of an infected individual 
are transmitted to the mouth of a new host through one of a variety of routes, is by far the most 
significant transmission mechanism. This mechanism works through a variety of routes. Primary 
interventions with the greatest impact on health often relate to the management of faeces at the household 
level. This is because (a) a large percentage of hygiene-related activity takes place in or close to the 
home and (b) first steps to improving hygienic practices is often easiest to implement at the household 
level. Secondary barriers are hygiene practices preventing faecal pathogens, which have entered the 
environment via stools or on hands, from multiplying and reaching new hosts. Secondary barriers thus 
include washing hands before preparing food or eating, and preparing, cooking, storing, and re-heating 
food in such a way as to avoid pathogen survival and multiplication. The water supply and sanitation 
provide the necessary barrier between the pollutants, natural - built environment and humans. 

Literature Review : According to WSP (2008) there are significant differences between cities 
and states in general, there are limited facilities for safe emptying of pits or de-sludging of septic tanks. 
While some urban local bodies provide these services, a majority of households enlist the services of 
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sweepers to manually empty the pits and tanks or private mechanical emptiers . There are very few 
treatment facilities for faecal sludge; most of the existing treatment involves co treatment at conventional 
STPs. In most cases, the collected waste is dumped in the open without any treatment (AECOM & 
SANDEC, 2010; WSP-TARU, 2008). Selection of user interface depends on the following six technical 
and physical criteria :( 1) availability of space (2) ground condition (3) groundwater level and 
contamination (4) water availability and (5) climate (IWA, 2014) . Women defecating in open are not 
only exposed to the risk of hygiene , but also they face threats of harassments , teasing , lewd remarks 
and even sexual assault in open fields after dark ( Bisaria,2015). Several studies and surveys depict the 
poor plight of scavengers. Owen Lynch in his study of the low caste Jatav of Agra (1969) noted that 
there was a definite opposition to marriage with Bhangis. In Uttar Pradesh, Chamars (leather workers) 
avoid social contact with Bhangis. Chaplin, Susan E (1997) review the scavenging conditions and 
status of scavengers in India. He analyzed the governmental efforts to improve the socio economic 
status of scavengers. Sharma. (1991) has analyzed the educational status of scavengers in Rajasthan. 
He stated that female literacy rate in female scavengers has been reported to be dismal. Shyamlal 
(1992) in his study also found dismal literacy rate and low educational levels. In another study on 
Bhangis in Jodhpur (Rajasthan) in 1973, Shyamlal showed that while Bhangis found employment in 70 
different occupations, 80.29 per cent were still dependent on sweeping and scavenging. He stated that 
horizontal occupational mobility is fairly limited despite the scope offered by urban environment. Sharma’s 
(1991) study of Bhangis in Delhi in 1980s presents a similar picture of traditional employment. In this 
study, it was found that scavenging as an occupation to women is still predominant among the Bhangis 
and their occupational mobility has not really improved over three generations. Searle Chatterjee in her 
study of scavengers, in Varanasi (1998) argues that they have been able to make effective use of trade 
unionism because no other caste in interested in challenging their monopoly of the low status occupation. 
Singh in his Study (1999) on socio economic status of female scavengers and sweepers in municipal 
institutions of Uttar Pradesh concluded that scavengers remain marginalized in Indian society today 
despite the constitutional provisions which direct the state to promote their educational and economic 
interests. Singh (2014) in his study of selected cities in Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal highlighted that 
slum dwellers are being deprived of better sanitation facilities due to lack of infrastructure and poor 
delivery of services. Faruqui (2014) in her study also highlighted that there is lack of sanitation 
infrastructure and poor delivery of sanitation services in slums of Uttar Pradesh and Bihar. She is of 
the view that Integrated Low Cost Sanitation Scheme has positive impact on urban sanitation and 
better access of toilets to women in slums. Singh (2014) is of the view that India losses 6.4 percent 
of GDP annually for lack of basic sanitation and sanitation facilities. The Swachh Bharat Mission is 
likely to bridge the gap of urban sanitation infrastructure and reduce the open defecation in urban 
centers. Kalkoti (2014) has reviewed the status of urban sanitation and examined the emerging challenges 
as well as new initiatives; however, lack of sewerage network is causing concern. Jaiswal (2014) in 
her paper highlighted that government initiatives for public health and hygiene are not adequate in India 
as open defecation is rampant. A study by Wankhade et. all ( 2014) has highlighted the problems of 
urban water and sanitation sector in India are complex and require concerted efforts to the sustain the 
policy momentum. The study has also reviewed the key policy responses and recent initiatives of the 
recent decades. Pillai and Parekh (2015) are of the view that modernization has played important role 
in improving sanitation conditions in India however, we need strong political will which will bring 
modern amenities and public health education to the door steps of people. Agarwal (2015) is of the 
view that policies and schemes on urban sanitation would have a limited impact unless they are backed

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Mergers The Commercial Bank Industry : 


Impact and Challenges 


Dr. Yadvendra Pratap Singh* 

ABSTRACT : The world of competition is like a jungle where monsters gobble smaller ones 
therefore one has to be competent enough to win the rivalry. There are evidences that large enterprises 
have merged smaller competitors in themselves. The finance minister is said that the 27 public sector 
banks existing in 2017 will be reduced to 12 after the mergers announced are implemented. Merger of 
six smaller PSBs with State Bank of India and the merger of Vijaya Bank, Dena Bank with Bank of 
Baroda has already taken place. Therefore, 10 public sector banks have already been reduced to two 
larger ones i.e the post-merger SBI and post-merger BoB. 


OVERVIEW OF COMERCIAL BANKING INDUSTRY : History of Indian Banking shows that 
seeds of banking in India were sown back in the 18th century when efforts were made to establish the 
General Bank of India and Bank of Hindustan in 1786 and 1790 respectively. Later some more banks 
like Bank of Bengal, Bank of Bombay and the Bank of Madras were established under the charter of 
British East India Company. These three banks were merged in 1921 and it formed the Imperial Bank 
of India, which later became the State Bank of India. The period between 1906 and 1911 witnessed the 
establishment of banks such as Bank of India, Bank of Baroda, Canara Bank, Corporation Bank, Indian 
Bank and Central Bank of India; these banks have survived to the present. The banking sector in India 
can be divided into two era i.e. pre-liberalization era and postliberalization era since 1991. In the pre- 
liberalization era, the Government of India nationalized the 14 largest commercial banks in 1969. A 
second dose of nationalization of six more commercial banks followed in 1980. The stated reason for 
the nationalization was to give the government more control of credit delivery. Later, in the year 1993, 
the government merged New Bank of India with Punjab National Bank. It was only the merger between 
nationalized banks and resulted in the reduction of the number of nationalized banks from 20 to 19.With 
27 public sector banks, including the second largest PNB, being merged and reduced to 12, almost 
every other individual who has a savings account or fixed deposit with a public sector bank is likely to 
be impacted. 

The banking sector has seen a tremendous amount of change in the post liberalization era i.e. in the 
early 1991; the then NarasimhaRao government embarked the policy of liberalization. Licences were 
given to small number of private banks like Global Trust Bank, which later merger with Oriental Bank 
of Commerce, Axis Bank (earlier UTI Bank), ICICI Bank and HDFC Bank. This move had augmented 
the growth in Indian Banking. Along with the rapid growth in the economy of India, followed by the 
growth with strong contribution from all the three sectors of banks, viz. government banks, private 
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banks and foreign banks. The impact of globalization on Indian Banking has caused many changes in 
terms of regulations and structural. With the changing environment, many different strategies have 
been adopted by this sector to remain efficient and to surge at the forefront in the global arena. One 
such strategy is in the course of consolidation is merger and acquisition. 

CONCEPTUAL FRAMEWORK : Indian industries have started restructuring their operations 
around their core business activities through merger, and takeovers because of their increasing exposure 
to competition both domestically and internationally. According to Accounting Standard (AS) 14, 
‘Accounting for Amalgamations’, issued by the Council of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of 
India, amalgamations fall into two broad categories. In the first category are those amalgamations 
where there is a genuine pooling not only of the assets and of liabilities of the amalgamating companies 
but also of the shareholders’ interests and of the businesses of these companies. Such amalgamations 
are in the nature of ‘merger’ and the accounting treatment of such amalgamations should ensure that 
the resultant figures of assets, liabilities, capital and reserves more or less represent the sum of the 
relevant figures of the amalgamating companies. In the second category, those amalgamations which 
are in effect a mode by which one company acquires another company and, as a consequence, the 
shareholders of the company which is acquired normally do not continue to have a proportionate share 
in the equity of the combined company, or the business of the company which is acquired is not 
intended to be continued. Such amalgamations are amalgamations in the nature of ‘purchase. 

NEED OF MERGERS AND ACQUISITIONS IN BANKING INDUSTRY OF INDIA : It is 
observed in literature that most of the work done on mergers the financial & accounting aspect like 
performance of banking institutions based on. Devos, Kadapakkam& Krishnamurthy (2008) studied 
merger as value creation, efficiency improvements as explanations for synergies and produced evidence 
that suggests mergers generate gains by improving resource allocation rather than by reducing tax 
payments of increasing the market power of the combined firm. Kemal (2011) has used accounting 
ratios to compare the post-merger profitability of two banks i.e. RBS and ABN AMRO. DeLong (2003) 
studied sample of 54 bank mergers announced between 1991 and 1995, tests several facets of focus 
and diversification. The study found that upon announcement, the market rewards the merger of 
partners that focus their geography and activities and earning stream. Only of these facets, focusing 
earning streams enhances long-term performance. Shanmugam& Nair (2004) identified factors in 
their study on mergers and acquisitions of banks in Malaysia like globalization, liberalization and 
information technology developments have contributed to the need for a more competitive, resilient 
and robust financial systems. There are few efforts have been made to measure the impact of bank’s 
merger on their employees and staff. However, apart from this some efforts have been made to study 
the state of customers in the course of merger. 

Mergers often have a negative impact on employee behavior resulting in counterproductive practices, 
absenteeism, low morale, and job dissatisfaction. 

It appearsthat an important factor affecting the successful outcome of mergers is top management’s 
ability to gain employee trust. Panwar (2011) studied ongoing merger trends in Indian banking from 
the viewpoint of two important stakeholders of a banking firm- stockholders and managers. The 
findings shows that the trend of consolidation in Indian banking industry has so far been limited mainly 
to restructuring of weak banks and harmonization of banks and financial institutions. Voluntary mergers 
demonstrating market dynamics are very few. She concluded that Indian financial system requires 
very large banks to absorb various risks emanating from operating in domestic and global environments.

BENEFITS OF MERGER TO INDIAN : BANKS After clearly understanding the motives and 
rationale for merger, we studied the mergers of 12 banks in India. In this analysis, we can identify 
following benefits of mergers to the all participants. 

1. Sick banks survived after merger. 

2. Enhanced branch network geographically. 

3. Larger customer base (rural reach). 

4. Increased market share. 

5. Attainment of infrastructure. 


EMERGING ISSUES IN MERGER : Growth is an ongoing process that reflects various issues 
pertaining to the various dimensions of business. Mergers in any industry are prerequisite for growth 
but it surely affects the customers, employees, shareholders and all concerned departments. There are 
studies, which reveal significant relationships between mergers and constituents of business. In our 
study, we find following emerging issues that are required more attention by researchers in order to 
successfully implement merger. 

1. Employees’ Perception : There is an evidence of employees’ agitation and strike resultant of 
merger of the Bank of Rajasthan Ltd. into ICICI Bank Ltd. Empirical studies are conducted to know 
the perception of banking services in the wake of bank mergers. George &Hegde (2004) reported a 
case for the delicate aspect of employees’ attitudes, their satisfaction and motivation, which are posited 
as prerequisites for customer satisfaction, which is, again necessary for the competitive sustenance of 
the organization. 

Schneider, Parkington and Buxton (1980) conducted research on some boundary-spanning theory 
and on some practical realities. Assumptions underlying the use of perception-based diagnoses were 
also explained. Results revealed some strong relationships between employee perceptions of branch 
practices and procedures in relation to service and customer perceptions of service practices and 
quality. Schneider and Bowen (1985) found a significant relationship between branch employees’ 
perceptions of organizational human resources practices and branch customers’ attitudes about service. 

Mylonakis (2006b) has examined in his article that how bank employees perceive bank’ mergers 
and how it is expected to affect their personal and professional career. The result showed that bank 
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employees feel personally threatened by mergers, which are not consideredto be justified and necessary 
entrepreneurial activities conducive to enhanced, quality banking services. Wickramasinghe&Chandana 
(2009) took views of 109 employees of two banks of Sri Lanka, which had undergone an extension 
merger and a collaborative merger and reported that the type of the merger affects employee perceptions 
and employees are less satisfied in the collaborative merger than in the extension merger. 

2. Branch Size : According to Mylonakis (2006a), an important parameter in the relationship 
between the number of branches and employment is branch size. He has used most well-known 
indicators for the evaluation of staff efficiency in banking sector. The operating revenue per employee, 
personnel expenses per employee and pre-tax profits to personnel expenses. He observed that operating 
revenue either fall or remains stable, administrative expenses per employee increase for every examined 
bank and pre-tax profits to personnel expenses indicator showed how many euros are gained by the 
bank for every euro spent in staff payroll. 


3. Customer Perception : Sureshchandar, Rajendran, &Anantharaman (2002) have used factor 
analysis approach to determine customer-perceived service quality in banking industry. They have brought 
to light some of the critical determinants of service quality that have been overlooked in the literature & 
proposed a comprehensive model & an instrument framework for measuring customer perceived service 
quality. Hossain& Leo (2009) conducted an analytical study to measure customer perception on service 
quality in retail banking in Qatar and covered 18 parameters with sample size of 120, chosen on a 
convenient basis from 4 banks. They have used five-point Likert scale to conclude the results that 
customer’s perception is hightest in the tangibles area and lowest in the competence area. 

4. Communication : Nikandrou, Papalexandris and Bourantas (2000) explored a number of variables 
that bear an impact on managerial trustworthiness, for example frequent communication before and after 
acquisition, and the already existing qualities of employee relations seem to play the most important role. 
Therefore, a carefully planned, employee-centered communication programme, together with a good level 
of employee relations, seem to form the basis for a successful outcome as far as employee relations in the 
face of mergers. Literature shows that communication also plays vital role in the success of a merger. 


Appelbaum, Gandell, Yortis, Proper &Jobin (2000) concludes that communications throughout the 
merger of process plays a crucial role in its eventual success. Providing clear, consistent, factual sympathetic 
and up-to-date information in various ways will increase the cooping abilities of employees, which will in 
turn increase their productivity. This increased productivity will positively affect firm’s performance and 
create sustained competitive advantage by achieving the projected strategic fit and synergies. 


5. Change Management Strategies : Kavanagh (2006) conducted longitudinal study that examined 
mergers between three large multi-site public-sector organizations. Both qualitative and quantitative 
methods of analysis were used to examine the effect of leadership and change management strategies 
on acceptance of cultural change by individuals occurred due to merger. Findings indicate that in many 
cases the change that occurs as a result of a merger is imposed on the leaders themselves. In this 
respect, the success of a merger depends on individual’s perceptions about the manner in which the 
process is handled and the direction in which the culture is moved. 

6. Human Resource Management : Researchers in some articles also raise issues related to 
human resource management. Bryson, (2003) reviewed the literature around managing HRM risk in a 
merger. He found that poor merger results are often attributed to HRM and organizational problems, 
and that several factors related to maintaining workforce stability are identified as important in managing 
HRM risk. Schraeder and Self (2003) found that organizational culture is one factor as a potential 
catalyst to merger success. Chew and Sharma (2005) examined the effectiveness of human resource 
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management (HRM) and organizational culture on financial performance of Singapore-based companies 
involved in mergers activities. They used the method of content analysis to collect information on 
cultural values and HRM effectiveness, using Kabanoff’s content analysis. Culture profiles were then 
assigned to organizations in the sample following the results from cluster analysis. Various financial 
ratios were used to measure organizational performance. Finally, regression analysis was performed to 
test various hypotheses. The key finding of the study suggests that organizations with elite and potential 
leader, when complemented by human resource effectiveness, had a better financial performance as 
compared to other organizations. At the end, it was concluded that to achieve better financial results by 
undertaking merger and acquisition activities organizations need to have elite or leadership value profile. 

7. Other Issues : There are evidences in literature that media plays an important role in shaping 
the social context for mergers. Schneider and Dunbar (1992).Schweiger and DeNisi (1991) suggest 
that it is the uncertainty that creates stress for employees rather than the actual changes associated 
with the merger. Communication and a transparent change process are important. Leaders need to be 
competent and trained in the process of transforming organizations to ensure that individuals within 
the organization accept the changes prompted by a merger. 

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION : Banking sector is one of the fastest growing areas in the 
developing economies like India. Merger is discussed as one of the most useful tool for growth, which 
has evoked the interest of researchers and scholars. Indian economy has witnessed fast pace of 
growth post liberalization era and banking is one of them. Merger in banking sector has provided 
evidences that it is the useful tool for survival of weak banks by merging into larger bank. It is found 
in our study that small and local banks face difficulty in bearing the impact of global economy therefore, 
they need support and it is one of the reasons for merger. There is huge potential in rural markets of 
India, which is not yet explored by the major banks. Therefore bank has used mergers as their expansion 
strategy in rural market. They are successful in making their presence in rural India. It strengthens 
their networks across geographical boundary, improves customer base and market share.

1. INTRODUCTION : Employee performance has always been a prime focus by human resource 
managers. As a result, a number of performance appraisal techniques have over time been devised to 
help establish employee‘s performance. In the contemporary times, the use of performance appraisals 
has been extended beyond rating of the employee‘s performance to aspects such as motivation. The 
specific aspects of performance appraisal systems (PAS) that help improve motivation include the 
linking of performance to rewards; using the PAS to help set objectives and benchmarks; as well as the 
use of PA to help identify employee‘s strength and weaknesses. 

Performance appraisals are one of the most important, time-consuming, and unpopular tasks in 
management. Despite this, remarkably little is known about how performance appraisals operate, 
especially their consequences. Indeed, much of what is written from a practitioner perspective typically 
suggests that they do little.The apraisals are informative and directly influence many dimensions of 
employee outcomes, including employee bonuses, merit pay, employee promotions, and decisions to 
exit the firm. The evidence shows that the appraisal process here is consistent with a relational, open- 
ended view of employment. It is not consistent with the common economic view that performance 
appraisals simply settle-up contractually based employment relationships. 

2. THE CONCEPT OF PERFORMANCE APPRAISAL : Performance appraisal is the evaluation of an 
individual‘s work with the main aim of arriving at objective personnel decisions. It is also considered 
as the process of obtaining, analysing as well as recording information that revolves about the relative 
worth of the employee to the organisation . This takes place through the planned interaction between 
an organisation‘s supervisors and employees in which the former assess the performance of the latter. 
One of the main goals in this case is the identification of strengths and weaknesses that form the basis 
of recommending actions for improved employee performance. 

Performance appraisals form an essential part of the HR department as they provide important and 
useful information for the assessment of employee’s skill, knowledge, ability and overall job performance. 
These appraisals are not only used to eliminate behavior and productivity issues, but also to motivate 
employees to contribute more. 

There are many methods that organisations can implement depending on their preference as most 
have their specific advantages as well as limitations. 

3. TYPES OF PERFORMANCE APPRAISAL 

(i) 360 Degree/Multi-Rater Performance Appraisal 

(11) Management by Objectives (MBO) 

(iii) Graphical Rating Scales 

3.1 360 Degree/Multi-Rater Performance Appraisal : A 360-degree evaluation is an assessment 
tool that provides employees with the opportunity to receive performance feedback from supervisors, 
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peers, co-workers and also external parties such as suppliers and customers. The 360-degree evaluation 
process also enables organizations to gain insight into the performance and potential of future leaders, 
and to determine the development needs of employees. 


Companies that have employees who work for remote managers, who work for several managers, 
who work different shifts than their manager or who work on project teams often find they need to 
gather multirater feedback as input for their performance appraisal process in order to give their 
managers the insight they need into employee performance. Whenever an employee’s manager is not in 
a position to directly observe the employee’s performance, 360 degree evaluations help make performance 
appraisals fairer, and the feedback given to employees more comprehensive and helpful. 

If you’re conducting your 360 degree multirater evaluations to assess the development needs of 
current or potential leaders, or to determine development needs for your employees, you can conduct 
the evaluations at any time. However, you might want to gather the feedback either shortly before, or 
after your performance appraisal process so that you couple the associated development planning with 
your performance appraisals. 

With development focused multirater evaluations, you also need to consider how often to reassess 
staff. You'll only reap the benefits of your 360 degree evaluations if you include follow up development 
planning and regular re-evaluations as part of the process to ensure skill gaps are addressed and 
development is occurring. 

If you are gathering 360 degree multirater feedback to provide broader feedback for performance 
appraisals, you simply need to allow enough time for participants to complete their evaluations in time 
for managers to use them as part of their employee performance appraisals. 

When, where and how the 360 degree multirater feedback gets communicated to the affected 
employee is an important consideration. Depending on the purpose of your program, and your 
organizational culture, you might find it better to have the employee’s manager, a coach or an HR 
representative present the results to the employee and help them interpret them. 


Some programs simply aggregate the feedback, remove any assessor identification and deliver it to 
the employee in the form of a report. If you are conducting 360 degree evaluations as part of a 
leadership development initiative, typically the candidate requests the evaluation and HR runs the process 
then delivers the results and required coaching to the employee. 


If you are using 360 degree multirater feedback for development planning only, you should ensure 
that the results are not viewed before or even consulted during the performance appraisal since they 
might skew the managers’ perceptions/ratings. 

Human nature makes it difficult to receive negative feedback. Employees often need help to interpret the 
feedback they are given and see it in a positive light. They also often need help to consider personality type and 
social styles when interpreting feedback. How we perceive others is largely a measure of who we are. Assessors 
may in part be reacting to differences in personality and social style in providing ratings. This needs to be taken 
into account when considering feedback and factored in to any associated development planning. 

Finally, it’s vital to set up a process for taking action based on the feedback, and following up to 
ensure actions have been taken and have been effective in impacting performance. Without this follow 
through, the process of collecting 360 degree multirater feedback becomes meaningless. 

3.2 Management by Objectives (MBO) : Management by objectives as one of the key appraisal 
methods is defined as a result-based evaluative program. In greater detail, the goals of the performance 
appraisal system from an MBO perspective are mutually defined by a number of key stakeholders who 
include the subordinates, supervisors and employees as well. 
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An MBO or management by objectives system is where the manager and employee sit down 
together, determine objectives, then after a period of time, the manager assesses whether those objectives 
have been met. This can create great development opportunities for the employee and a good working 
relationship between the employee and manager. 

An MBO’s objectives should be SMART: specific, measurable, attainable, results oriented, and 
time limited. 

A typical MBO appraisal system consists of several steps. 

Steps in Management by Objectives Process 

1. Define organization goals : Setting objectives is not only critical to the success of any company, 
but it also serves a variety of purposes. It needs to include several different types of managers in 
setting goals. The objectives set by the supervisors are provisional, based on an interpretation and 
evaluation of what the company can and should achieve within a specified time. 

2. Define employee objectives : Once the employees are briefed about the general objectives, 
plan, and the strategies to follow, the managers can start working with their subordinates on establishing 
their personal objectives. This will be a one-on-one discussion where the subordinates will let the 
managers know about their targets and which goals they can accomplish within a specific time and 
with what resources. They can then share some tentative thoughts about which goals the organization 
or department can find feasible. 

3. Continuous monitoring performance and progress : Though the management by objectives 
approach is necessary for increasing the effectiveness of managers, it is equally essential for monitoring 
the performance and progress of each employee in the organization. 

4. Performance evaluation : Within the MBO framework, the performance review is achieved 
by the participation of the managers concerned. 

5. Providing feedback : In the management by objectives approach, the most essential step is the 
continuous feedback on the results and objectives, as it enables the employees to track and make 
corrections to their actions. The ongoing feedback is complemented by frequent formal evaluation 
meetings in which superiors and subordinates may discuss progress towards objectives, leading to 
more feedback. 

6. Performance appraisal : Performance reviews are a routine review of the success of employees 
within MBO organizations. 

Benefits of Management by Objectives : 

e Management by objectives helps employees appreciate their on-the-job roles and responsibilities. 


e The Key Result Areas (KRAs) planned are specific to each employee, depending on their interest, 
educational qualification, and specialization. 

e The MBO approach usually results in better teamwork and communication. 

Management by Objectives (MBO) is an approach adopted by managers to control their employees 
by implementing a series of concrete goals that both the employee and the organization aim to accomplish 
in the immediate future and work accordingly to achieve. 

The MBO approach is implemented to ensure that the employees get a clear understanding of their 
roles and responsibilities, along with expectations, so that they can understand the relation of their 
activities to the overall success of the organization. 
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If the management by objectives strategy is not adequately set, decided upon, and controlled by 
organizations, self-centered workers can be likely to misinterpret results, wrongly portraying the 
achievement of short-term, narrow-minded goals. 

3.3 Graphical Rating Scales : The graphic rating scale, a behavioral method, is perhaps the most 
popular choice for performance evaluations. This type of evaluation lists traits required for the job and 
asks the source to rate the individual on each attribute. A discrete scale is one that shows a number of 
different points. The ratings can include a scale of 1-10; excellent, average, or poor; or meets, exceeds, 
or doesn’t meet expectations, for example. A continuous scale shows a scale and the manager puts a 
mark on the continuum scale that best represents the employee’s performance. 

A graphic rating scale lists the traits each employee should have and rates workers on a numbered 
scale for each trait. The scores are meant to separate employees into tiers of performers, which can 
play a role in determining promotions and salary adjustments. The method is easy to understand and 
quite user friendly. It allows behaviors to be quantified making appraisal system much easier. 

However, the scale has disadvantages that make it difficult to use as an effective management tool. 
Even with intense training, some evaluators will be too strict. Some will be too lenient, and others may 
find it hard to screen out their personal agendas. Although it is good at identifying the best and poorest 
of employees, it does not help while differentiating between the average employees.

Abstract : The implementation of Goods and Services tax was introduced from Ist July 2017 by 
the Government of India and it has come a long distance productively, in addition. GST Council has 
put its efforts on regular intervals to make things easier and more apparent. But, a large number of 
taxpayers in the country still have been facing problems with GST and its compliances particularly the 
small entrepreneurs. The taxpayers are trying to adapt to GST using various technologies but in the 
times of Pandemic such as COVID-19, when businesses are facing lockdown, they need to have less 
rigidity in the rules and regulations regarding GST. Govt. is planning to introduce flexibility in existing 
systems of GST Post COVID which may be helpful for the entrepreneurs. This research paper has 
enumerated some of those measures in brief.

Introduction : The completion of Goods and Services tax was brought into effect from Ist July

Before Going Through the Plans of Govt. Post COVID, we should have some Understanding 
of Existing System of GST. Some of them have been Given as Under : Small shopkeepers and 
even dealers are the main victims of current complications of GST. They are now making effort to 
acquire their daily grocery supplies from GST compliant wholesale chains. It possibly will increase the 
prices of daily needs to some extent, although the major impact will be in the unorganised sector which 
will need to maintain proper GST compliant bills as well as invoices if they aspire to carry on in the 
post-GST regime. 

Creating Invoices and Filing Returns Tricky : Currently, Small shopkeepers need to create 
diverse invoices for goods with different GST rates. The perplexity is about whether they are required 
to make different bills for such products or mention break up of tax information in the same bill. But 
there are many types of items which come under different GST categories, it is more or less impossible 
to maintain separate invoices. 

Filing GST Return Remains an Issue : The tax return filing modus operandi under GST is also 
becoming a foremost cause of a headache for small businesses. The suitable process for filing GST 
return is required utmost . 

Diversity of Taxes : GST is considered as a single-tax system as there are five different tax rates. 


Different Rates for Different Geographic Locations : Given that GST is still not implemented 
entirely by every business running across country, the prices of some products are altering as per the 
location. The logistics cost and dealer margins also affect the price of the products for diverse situation. 

The apparent difference can be observed between the price of the products even after the 
implementation of GST. 

GST on Local (GST Exempted) Goods : People are perplexed if this rule is pertinent only to local 
products which are purchased from local market or on identical products purchased from big shops as 
well. The point to be noted is that shopkeepers producing computerized bills and having installed an AC 
in the shop are allowed to charge GST on all their goods. 
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Some Pertinent Issues for Small Traders : Small businesses are not capable to have enough 
money to pay for the cost of computers and accountants required to make bills and file tax returns. It 
is intricate to assign MRP to handmade products. Most small artisans are uneducated and consequently 
find themselves unable to write MRP on their products and/or do any paperwork. Dealers are baffled 
about rates of such products. Small businesses which have low annual turnover and are exempted 
from GST are still frightened to supply as they do not have any proof that they are exempted from 
GST. Buyers make the demand of bills from even those shops which are exempted from GST although 
they do not have proof of that. Many dealers are still making their purchase from unregistered wholesalers 
by paying cash with or without bills. 

Issues for E-commerce Companies : Many of the e-commerce companies have been fearful 
because of the provisions of TCS which is to be accumulated by the company itself from the sellers 
at the time of payment. The issues concerned is that the capital obstruction will be hindering most of 
the prerequisites in daily practice. 

The labour as well as daily operational cost will be exaggerated as a result of TCS provision. The 
GST council has made declared that the 1 percent TCS over the deduction can be made while making 
a payment to the sellers however still it remains foremost issue for the e-commerce companies. 


Issues for Transport Companies : While the GST e-way bill is a key concern for most of the 
companies which are on a regular basis into the business of transporting goods along with sending 
material over the locations, the transport company is also under the scanner as to how it will deal the 
GST e-way bill provision. As soon the bill expired the transport company or the trucker himself have 
to produce the GST e-way bill on his own even in case the trucker doesn’t have the precise 
comprehension of the process. The council or the authorities must bring in a number of straightforward 
process for the transport companies in case when the bill expires or the time remains the constant 
barriers to making the delivery of the goods. 

Hard Adaptability to IT Ecosystem : The procedure of changing from manual to automatic filing 
of taxes is regarded as multifaceted task in the Indian context is because of multiple reasons. Out of 
which an assortment of issues trapped with technical manpower, infrastructure as well as awareness 
for procedural acquaintance and its development. 

Flexibility in the new system of GST : Some of the challenges which may be encountered in the 
implementation as well as execution of the new GST return system. 

1. Educating the Client : The taxpayers will need some time to be aware of the changes in tax 
laws. For the duration of this uncertain phase, taxpayers will get sufficient time to obey with the law. 
However, it is a immense challenge for a chartered accountant to instruct a taxpayer about new GST 
return system. 

2. Invoice Upload : New GST return systemwill provide the facility for taxpayers to upload 
invoices constantly on a real-time basis in GST ANX-1. If the taxpayers intend to upload invoices 
incessantly, they will require a new mechanism that will capture and upload all the invoices which have 
been issued and other related documents into the GST portal. This becomes a challenge to a taxpayer 
as there is no such concept of real-time invoice upload under the present return system. The taxpayer 
has to make extra effort to upload the invoices with precise details constantly. 

3. Frequent Matching : The taxpayer more often than not matches their invoices with books of 
account at the time of filing their GST return. The main point involved in frequent matching is that the 
taxpayer has to allocate time from his daily business activities or he has to dedicate personnel to

6. Shift to the New GST Return System : Shift to the new GST return system Taxpayers can 
make use of the latest technologies available in the market so the adapting process to new GST returns 
becomes uncomplicated. New features like, upload of the documents together and tracking of invoices, 
customary bringing together of books of accounts with GST returns, unremitting follow up with 
vendors, and comfortable contact with wholesalers will be accessible. 

Conclusion of the Study : When it was first announced that the government would be implementing 
a tax on consumer goods and services, it became apparent that businesses whether small and big were 
required to register and have a GST-compliant system in place. But still, almost all business owners are 
finding system of GST as complicated due to various issues which have been discussed in the study. 
New system is to be introduced although there may be countless challenges towards the implementation 
of GST which are anticipated in any economic reform initiated by Govt. So the pessimistic impacts 
cannot be ignored completely, but they can be worked out and in addition to it, remedial measures 
which include revisions in the comprehensive reforms can be initiated in phased manner for the 
interest of the nation.

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D. Manchaiah-The Benificiary of the Harijan’s 
Well-being and HarijanaBandhu Magazine

In the time of 18" and 19" centuries British government provided good English education to 
Indians without any discrimination in the society. As a result of it many untouchable communities got 
opportunities to gain education knowledge for thinking progressively. Based on this English education 
these sections educated personalities rise there voice against social evil systems through their social 
movements. Thus the British English education system creates the new generations in India to questioned 
injustice attitudes and practices ofupper castes in the public sector.As well as that educated became 
social reformers and workers. So they started many Organizations, SanghaSamajas, Newspapers, 
weekly magazines, journals to create awareness against blind faith and orthodox inequality practices in 
the minds of depressed class. In conjunction with they organized them fight for their rights. Among 
such Rajaram Mohan Roy, Henry Louis Vivian Derozio, Swami DayanandaSaraswati, JyotibaPhule, 
SavitribaiPhule, Swami Vivekananda, Gandhiji, Narayanaguru, PeriyarRamswamyNaikar, B.R. 
Ambedkaretc the most important ones.Based on their inspiration many social promoters of India involving 
their whole life for uplifting of these oppressed classes eminently.This type of sensibility progenitors 
made the press as a ‘weapon of social justice’ for the enlightened life of exploited sections in society. 
In such a line D. Manchaiah’sand his HarijanaBandhu Kannada magazine come and stand. In this 
background I would like to present ‘Native place of D. Manchaiah’, ‘Influence of Gandhiji on D. 
Manchaiah’s Progressive Thinking’, ‘Work efficiency of D. Manchaiah’s behalf of Exploited 
Communities’, ‘HarijanaBandhu Magazine — Start and It’s Nature’, ‘The Personality of the Protagonist 
of D. Manchaiah’ in my this research oriented article. 

Native place of D. Manchaiah : D. Manchaiah was belonged to Doddarasinakere village, 
Maddurutaluk, Mandya district, Karntaka.He was famous in the name of DoddarasinakereManchaiah in 
the mouth of people of the district.He had born as a son of KariyanaDasaiah and Boramma in 1920 
decades in the scheduled caste family. He studied only 4" standard education. But he got intelligence 
knowledge in all sectors in the society through the social education. He was observing since his childhood 
days anti society activities of upper caste people against Harijana communities. By his bitter experience 
these type of inhuman practices he comes forward to oppose his soft rationalistic and theoretical progressive 
mind. Because he was very influenced by Gandhiji’s protest tools like, Truth, Peace, Nonviolence, 
Satyagraha. So he adopted ways Gandhijito get social and political justice behalf of untouchables.' 

Influence of Gandhiji on D. Manchaiah’sProgressive Thinking : D. Manchaiah’s was 
appreciable social sensible worker in the 1960’s decades Madya district. He became a symbol of 
peace, nonviolence, truth protests against castiest people.He was strictly following the scrupulous and

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moral values of socialism. Because sincere follower of Gandhiji, B.R. Ambedkar, Rama 
ManoharaLohiya’screates the equal society thoughts in his mind. By the inspiration from them he 
adopted his whole life the values of tolerance, softness, love, affection, liking, sympathy, humanism 
concepts. Especially he got highest virtues character’s asymmetry by the influence ofGandhiji. 

Because Gandhiji’s scarified his whole life for getting Indian Independence from the British. For 
this purpose he did many satyagraha, agitation, protests against the British in the peace, softness, 
nonviolence and rational thoughts of John Ruskin and Leo Tolstoy. As well as for the upliftment of 
Harijana communities he introduced structural programmes. Based on this development process of 
Gandhiji’s D. Manchaiah and his friends dedicate themselves for do the social services behalf of 
weaker sections of the society as a members of ‘HarijanaSevakaSangha’ in Mandya branch.” And 
also they participated ShivapuraDhvaja Satyagraha and Quit India movement.*Not only that by the 
inspiration of Gandhiji’s published magazines like ‘Sarvodaya’, ‘Young India’ and ‘Harijana’, D. 
Manchaiah’s also come forward to implementing independence of social and political justice in his 
career.* Therefore D. Manchaiah was started peaceful opposing against untouchability practices 
through path of Gandhiji thoughts and philosophy. 

Work efficiency of D. Manchaiah’s behalf of Exploited Communities : In the time of Pre- 
Independence and Post-Independence naturally if called exploited communities in the society considered 
asuntouchable castes. These communities’ people deprived all fundamental facilities from public sectors 
in the whole corners of the country. For these upper caste people prohibited the entry of the temples, 
lakes, canals, well’s, hotels, barber shops, public shops and upper caste people streets. As well as 
untouchable castes wouldn’t wear good cloths, slippers, a sandal, dhotis, lunges. And also they had 
been pushed away from ritual practices like, village festivals, fairs, god festivals, god idol procession 
etc. So no one wouldn’t come forward bravely to question this inequality treatment.Castist people 
were treating them inhumanly like slaves, forced labours. In addition upper classes imprisoned them 
the shackles of servitude. And also Harijan classes was pushed to live aurora.* Thus Harijana communities 
were suffering from this types of atrocities by their sorrowful silence without any questions. It was 
commonly going on in district of Mandya also. 

In this critical situation D. Manchaiah’s embodied to oppose these type of exploitation from upper 
caste landlords. At the same time D. Manchaiah got the B. Hattaiah, KowdleChoudaiah, GuttaluDevaiah, 
M.S. Siddappa, M.K. Bommaiah, kottattiHombaiah’s cooperation and support for this process. In 
particularly B. Hattaiah, KowdleChoudaiah and GuttaluDevaiah were giving the support to D. 
Manchaiahserved as triads.° They were preoccupied peacefully against atrocities of upper caste people. 
D. Manchaiah’s always inculcating to Dalit’s if get the dignity, honorary, self-respect, employment in 
the society to equal to upper caste, they should to be well educated. 

D. Manchaiah’s have had membership of college hostel student’s selection committee in district of 
Mandya. In this time he was giving placement to poor student’s Dalit communities for their education.As 
well as D. Manchaiah was helping to that student’s to get government job in the time of interview. 
Because D. Manchaiah had affectionate relationship with at that ministers of Karnataka government 
like, B. Basavalingappa, N. Rachaiah, and B. Rachaiah’s. Not only that D. Manchaiah’s was sanction 
government lands (DarakastuBhoomi) to landless poor peasants without any expecting from them by 
the support of above mentioned politicians.’It’s a mirror caught his action. 

D. Manchaiah’s had affectionate concern on Harijana communities for their liberty in all sectors in 
the society. So, for this purpose he was creating the awareness among Dalit communities against 
merciless caste exploitation from the upper caste through his one magazine. That magazine name 
considered as ‘HarijanaBandhu Magazine’. 
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HarijanaBandhu Magazine — Start and It’s Nature : HarijanaBandhu Kannada Weekly Magazine 
started on 1962 in Mandya district. D. Manchaiah was producer of this magazine.This magazine 
started by the influence of ‘Harijan Magazine’ of Gandhiji. In addition his friend Mallaiah, Huligerepura, 
Maddurutaluk, Mandya district, he started ‘Kesari Magazine’ in Kannada language from the influence 
of BalagangadharaTilak in this event. So, by his support D. Manchaiahwas publishing ‘HarijanBandhw’ 
weekly kannada magazine. This magazine was spreading path of Gandhi principles, Gandhism and 
prosperity of Harijan communities as a face voice of them.® 

HarijanaBandhu Kannada weekly magazine was being published the chief editorship of D. Manchaiah. 
It had consisted 4 pages and verities of volumes and issues. It was attracted flenty of reader group as 
reliable magazine. Its facing price was 6 to 10 Paise. This magazine every week printed in ShriJayalakshmi 
Printing Press near railway station of hub center of Mandya city. C.G. Padmaraja Sharma was owner 
of that printing press. He knows the virtue character of D. Manchaiah in the field of social service. So, 
by the friendly relationship every week he printing tthat magazine to D. Manchaiah. This magazine had 
annual subscribers. They were paying 6 Rupees subscribe amount every year along with post charges. 
D. Manchaiah’s was himself roaming village to villages in whole district through bus, bicycle, foot 
walk for the accumulate of the information regarding Dalit’s social conditions. As well as he was 
individually reporting matters of dominant treatment of upper castes on Harijan’s and 
uplifimentprogrammes of the government behalf of Dalit’s in his magazine.’But he didn’t appoint any 
press reporters for collection of daily news’s in the society. Because he was loving his work." 

This magazine facing page had the title ‘HarijanBandhu’Kannada weekly magazine. Aside and 
beside of this title put the two burnt lamps. It’s indicating enlightened lamp of Harijan’s life. As well as 
left side margin of this magazine small Gandhijicercleshap photo existed. Near this photo,!!AhimsaaParamo 
Dharma!! Head line also appeared. Samyakdarshan, Samyakjnana, Samyakcharitraaspects of life values 
printed.It’s below part of right side mentioned valume number, in left side issues numbers and in center 
place date, month, year of printing mentioned without fail." 

In a same ways inner page of this magazine below mention prominent matters was publishing. 
Like, structural programmes of Gandhiji’s for the upliftment of Harijan’s, establishment of hostels for 
Dalit students comfortable education, government plans of reformation to Dalit’s economic conditions, 
sanitation of illiteracy, disasters from the alcoholic drinking etc. matters it was publishing.’*Subsequently, 
D. Manchaiah was demanding to the government for implementation of Gandhiji’sHarijanaGirijana 
development programmes. And also insisting government must be providing to Harijan’s their lifel 
leading requires like sufficient food, shelter, clothes and employment.Based on this demand government 
also sanctioned crores of money for enrichment of Dalit’s.In addition D. Manchaiah’s were concentrating 
to publish the thoughts of socialism like ‘all rights reserved to all’ in their magazine." 

Totally HarijanaBandhu magazine approximately was active till two decades from 1962to1982. But 
later on lack of maintenance amount, printing expenditure cost, competitions of other magazines and 
newspapers and as old age approached to D. Manchaiah’s, that magazine completely stagnated. Later 
on D. Manchaiah’s passed away on 1991.'Though his life human welfare activities and service o 
HarijanaBandhu magazine today also he got permanent place in the heart of Mandyapeople. 

The Personality of the Protagonist of D. Manchaiah : D. Manchaiah’s dedicate himself as a 
well-wisher of betterment life of Harijan’s .For the sake of the public he thought his mind in a ‘service 
of mankind is aservice of god’. He had a secular mind. So, he was helping all caste poor families 
members by his open heart careness. Because of this B. Basavalingappa, N. Rachaiah and B. Rachaiah, 
M.K. Bommaiahetc the prominent ministers of Government of Karnataka influenced by virtue personality 
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of D. Manchaiah. So, they were maintain amicable relationship with him continuously. And also his 
good character and social service D. Manchaiah’sgot retired journalist’s masasana. He was first journalist 
gets it in Mandya district. Today by inspiration from D. Manchaiah’s his son Yoganada’sto make it 
easier for his father name he started ‘Dheenabandhu’ proximal newspaper in Mandya district from 
2001 to till now. As well as he is involving Dalit movements in Mandya district actively.’ 

Conclusion : Everyone who is involving themselves for the public service in the society, they 
must be away from selfishness, greediness, expectation and desire aspiration. Because if that social 
workers expecting this types of desire they certainly forget for all round development of oppressed 
communities in the society. As well as they will come forward to develop self-interests.As a result of 
this social movements paths will fall without any success regarding enrich development of depressed 
classes in the society. Hence, I would like to say, todayvery essential to emerge humanist, determination 
leaders and perfect destination progenitor as like a D. Manchaiah in the human society.

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Representation of Caste System, Myth & 
Fantasy in Shiva Trilogy

Abstract : Amish Tripathi has firm belief that Myths are some jumbled memories of true past 
which because of one or other reason has been buried under the heaps of earth and lack of knowledge. 
He believes that the Hindus Gods are not mythical but they are just like human being. 


The Immortals of Melhua, written by Amish is an enthralling mythological tale composed in modern 
style. His beautiful depiction of nature attracts us. Evaluating this brilliantly composed piece of literature 
is like dipping into icy and admired waters of Manasarovar. In Fact reading the novel, we can feel the 
melodious sound of Shiva’s Damru (Gadgad) and the sagacity of stimulating Chillum. 

The Shiva Triology is based on Hindu mythological characters in the imagination of Tripathi; 
though he does not own the characters from Hinduism as it is. In Meluha cast was on the basis of 
characteristics and interest of every individual. Even in ancient time people’s occupation was based 
upon Karma, not birth. The writer of Hindu’s religious book; ‘ The Ramayan’, Valmiki was of a low 
caste by birth but he is known as a great saint and known as Maharshi. 

Correspondingly, the originator of the great Hindu epic ‘Mahabharta’, Ved Vyas’ mother was a 
fisherwoman. The caste system which exists today, which is based on birth is totally against our 
traditional culture. Melhuan women have a great position in the society and they have all the rights. In 
Melhua, the Prime Minister is a woman. 

The Chief doctor of Melhua, Ayurvati too is woman and she holds all the responsibility to treat 
Shiva, his people and all the Melhuan very well. Sati, who is bold, fearless and beautifully represents an 
ideal character. Even Some women who are capable enough to bear the quality of a Kshatriyas, are 
made Kshatriyas through the system of Maika.

Introduction : Amish an MBA from IIM, a 14 year experience holder in financial industry is popularly 
known for his novels. He got name and fame through the ‘Shiva Trilogy’ which is a series of three novels: 

The Immortals of Meluha, The Secret of the Nagas and The Oath of the Vayuputras. 

After completing Graduation he went to do his MBA from IIM Kolkata. As per the author Amish 
himself, he never deliberately desired to trail his career in writing *'. Studying finance and science also 
fascinated him to turn into an industrialist or a scientist. 

His father was an engineer who worked in the renowned construction company, L&T and had a 
passion for music also. Amish Tripathi was born on 18 October 1974 in Mumbai and grew up near 
Rourkela, Odisha. Amish’s ancestors belong to Benares. His grand -father was a Pandit and a teacher 
at Benares Hindu University, Benares. His family is a religious family. Benares is a secret city and has 
a long religious background, people here worship Lord Shiva. The Temple Kashi Vishwanath is

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famous worldwide. The family environment of spirituality encouraged him the religious and worldly 
learning. It is said that Amish studied most of his Hindu divinity and knowledge of religion from his 
grand-father and his very pious parents "!. His family environment gave him the substance for 
writing his books and his study and work experience facilitated him in marketing his book. Amish is 
a passionate devotee of Shiva. 

Shiva Trilogy : “Immortals of Meluha” is a gripping mythological tale written in modern style. 
Reading, this strikingly written creation is similar to plummeting into the venerable and icy waters of Mansarovar. 

The “Immortals of Meluha” is the opening novel of the Shiva Trilogy series by Amish Tripathi. 
This novel introduce Shiva as a head of Guna tribe. The story is placed in the terra firma of Meluha and 
begins with the coming of the Shiva. The residents of Meluha think that Shiva (the fabled Neelkanth) 
is their savior. Shiva comes to a decision to assist Meluhans in their crusade against the Chandravanshis, 
who had joined hand with the winzed Nagas. During his journey to Melhua and different places of 
Melhua, Shiva came to know how much and why to the Melhuans he was influential. 

“The Secret of the Nagas” is the next novel from the series of Shiva Trilogy. The plot is developed 
in the fantasy land of Melhua and discusses how the residents of that terrain are put aside from wars 
by a migrant named mythical Neelkanth, Shiva. The Secret of the Nagas visualizes us into that epoch 
and spreads an adorable picture in our mind. The depiction about various temples and areas can 
become different at times. In the course of the Secret of the Nagas, Shiva learns that appearance can 
be misleading. It starts from where its forerunner, The Immortals of Melhua, ended. In the previous 
work Shiva was making efforts to rescue Sati from the attacks of Naga. Afterward Shiva guides his 
troop and travels remote east to the popular land of Branga, and there he desires to get a clue to arrive 
at the Naga people. Shiva comes to know that Sati’s 1st child was not born dead but it is still alive. He 
also gets the information that Sati’s twin sister is alive. His voyage finally guides him to the Panchvati, 
the capital of Naga, where he became quite surprised to know a secret. 

Oath of the Vayuputras is, the next and last book in the series of Shiva Trilogy. It finishes the 
mythical tale about a fantasy land Melhua and how its residents were rescued by a nomad named 
Shiva. It starts from the same place where the previous installment, The Secret of Naga ended. Shiva 
finds out that Somras, which is assumed as a nector is the true sin in real sense in The Oath of the 
Vayuputras. Shiva then announces a secret war to the people who continued to use it. The story comes 
to an end with Shiva and his followers being admired as Gods because of their acts and deeds. 

Amish Tripathi, has amalgamated Mythology with fantasy in Caste system in Shiva Trilogy. 

Caste System and Position of Women in the Society in Shiva Trilogy : In the Novel The Immortals 
of Melhua there are several references where cast system has been described in brief. Melhuan society was 
divided into Four Varna; Kshatriya, Brahmin, Shudra and Vaishya. In Melhua the cast was not based on birth 
but it was based on Karma. At the starting of civilization the Varna, which means color, showed the dissection 
of society, establishiing by the arrival of Arya in waves and blending up of their civilization and culture with 
inhabitant culture of the land developed a social structure established on the theory of Varna (Colour), 
Dharma (Duty) and Karma (Deed). Caste had its cultural roots as signified by Jati, traditional and emblematic 
significance in its Varna facets. The four Varnas continued the same. These Varnas were never less or more 
than four, for over 2000 years. But by the time, within each Varna numerous castes and sub castes emerged. 

‘Most scholars think that there was no Aryan attack from the North, in fact, some even have belief 
that the Aryans if they did exist, actually originated in South Africa and spread from there in Europe. 

Many castes are acknowledged to be from tribal origin, as proved from different features that apparent 
themselves in groups. The system of caste in Northern India can have expanded as a group structure from 
within tribes. ‘Something very like castes was in India’. Even before Aryan speakers entered India"! 
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According to Justice Markendey Katju, judge Supreme Court of India, ‘Some persons deny that 
the Aryans came from outside India and asserts that India was the original home (Aryavarta) from 
where a section of them migrated to Europe. It is difficult to accepts this view because from 
uncomfortable area to comfortable area. Why should anyone migrate from a comfortable country like 
India which has leveled an idea for agriculture to a place like Afghanistan or Russia which is cold, 
mountainous and therefore uncomfortable? Indian history bears and therefore uncomfortable. Indian 
history bears out the view that almost all invasions, Immigrations were from outside India into India’ “! 

Blend of History and Mythology with Fantasy in Varna and Caste System : In Meluhan 
civilization the system of Caste was not based on the birth; no one was born in a caste. In ancient time 
too Varna was on the basis of Karma, not birth. Valmiki, the writer of the original Ramayana belonged; 
took birth in a low caste but he did the work of a Brahmin; is known as a great sage. Similarly, Ved 
Vyas, the writer of the epic; the Mahabharat, was from a fisher woman family. Today’s caste system 
is on the basis of birth of an individual and this is against our traditional culture. 

Meluhan women enjoys a great freedom and equal rights. A woman is the prime minister of 
Meluha. The main doctor who provides medical treatment to Shiva and his people when they arrive in 
Shrinagar from Tibet, Ayurvati is a woman. Sati presents a picture of an ideal Meluhan woman, who is 
brave, fearless and gorgeous. 

There are certain references of Varna and Caste system in the Shiva trilogy. Amish Tripathi, using 
fantasy, presented the origin of Varna and caste system with history and mythology. 

The period which Amish has portrayed, was free from Varna and Caste system. The following are 
few examples how he has through the mouth of various characters in Shiva Trilogy, presented the 
origin of caste and Varna system. 

From the following conversation one finds about the presence of four Varnas. 

“Yes it has! The doctors are seriously gifted: Shiva”. 

‘You know, the doctors are called as Brahmin’: Bhadra. 
‘Like Ayurvati?’ asked Shiva, passing the chillum back to Bhadra. 

“Yes, but the Bramhins don’t just care the people. They are too teachers, lawyers, priests basically 
any intellectual profession’. 

‘Talented people; sniffed Shiva’. 

‘That is not all’; said Bhadra, in between a long inhalation. ‘They have a concept of specialization. 
So in addition to the Brahmins they have group called Kshatriyas, who are the warriors and rulers. 
Even the women can be Kashtriyas.’ ‘Really! They allow women into their army?’ ‘Well, apparently 
there are not too many female Kshatriyas, but they are allowed into the army.’ ©! 


There is the reference of Shudra in following way, “A Shudra came in, reset the Prahar lamp 
precisely and left as quietly as he came.” 

As well as reference of Kshtriya. “That would be wonderful! Smiled Nandi, who hated simple 
Brahmin, pressured vegetarian food which was served at the regal guest house. He missed the piquant 
meats that were dished up in coarse Kshatriya restaurants. '! 

Amish has presented wonderful theory about the beginning of Varna system with the help of 
fantasy, which is as follows. 

In the words of Shiva ““We were going to discuss the alterations that Lord Ram carried out , your 
Highness, and how he overcomed the revolt of the renegade Brahmin. But the core problem ran deeper; 
it was not just a matter of some Brahmins, not following the code. There was a clash between a 
person’s natural Karma and what society forced him to do.” 
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“I don’t understand your Highness” said Shiva “Let me explain, do you know what the essential 
problem with the renegade Brahmins was? Some of them wanted to be Kshatriyas and rule. Some of 
them wanted to be Vaishyas, make money and live a life of luxury. However their birth confined them 
to being Brahmins”. 

“But I thought that Lord Brahma had decreed that people became Brahmins through a competitive 
examination process” said Shiva. 

“That is true my Lord. But overtime this process of selection lost its fairness. Children of Brahmins 
became Brahmins. Children of Kshtriyas became Kshatriyas and so on. The formal system of selection 
soon ceased to exist. 


Discussing over the rigidity of caste system Daksha told Shiva that the father ensures about all the 
required resources for the children to grow up and become a strong member of his caste. Shiva made 
a question that it means caste system is depended on birth. Parveteshwar admitted it but said that Lord 
Ram believed that the caste of a person should be determined only by that person’s Karma, not his 
birth, not his sex, no other consideration should interfere. 

Parvateshwar made an interesting disclosure that in Melhua the division of caste is made in an 
interesting manner. In Melhua every child is sent to Gurukul after birth and the identity of child is kept 
very secret; even parents does not know their child. Similar education is given to all the students and 
after the competition of education, at adulthood their cast is decided on the basis of a comprehensive 
examination. After it according to their expertise they are sent to the same cast what they deserve. 
Then parents accept that child as their own. 

“And society is perfect”, marveled Shiva, “Each person is given a position in society based only on 
his own abilities. The efficiency and............. 18] 

Amish Tripathi has amalgamated his concept of origin of Varna system with the help of fantasy. 
According to history and mythology the origin of Varna is as follows. 

There are religious mystical theories, biological theories are there and socio-historical theories are 
also there. The religious theories explain, about the foundation of four Varnas but this theory does not 
explain about the foundation of cast in each Varna or untouchable people. 

According to Rigveda diverse Varnas were formed from various parts of primal Man-Purush’ 
body. Other religious theory is of the view that different Varnas were formed from the different body 
organs of Lord Brahma, who is known as the creator of the whole world. 

The Socio-historical theory explains the about the formation of the Varnas, Jats and of untouchable. 
According to this theory, the system of caste started with the advent of Aryans in India. The Aryans 
came to India around 1500BC. In order to safe guard their status, the Aryans made some religious and 
social rules, which allowed them to have the position of the priests, fighters and the businessman of 
the society. The skin was important feature in the system of caste. The sense of the word Varna is 
neither class nor status but skin colour. Behind time the Aryans, creator of the caste system, adjoined 
to their system, Non-Aryans. Different castes who asserted different professions were amalgamated 
in different Varnas as per their profession. Most of the communities who used to live in India before 
the Aryans, who professed fouled professions were made out-castes. 


The Brahmins love cleanliness. Earlier people of this belief that diseases can also spread through 
air besides physical touch, probably because of this reason the problem of untouchability, because of 
this reason they were not allowed to touch and they had to stand at a certain distance. 

People who did not follow the social norms, had been made untouchable as a punishment. The 
caste system is old its evidence is found in Vedas, Sanskrit language texts in 1500 BC too. 
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The Rigveda, from 1700-1100 BC hardly mentions caste distinctions & gives an indication that the 
issue of social mobility was very common. The caste system was not very strict during much of the 
history of India. For instance the renowned Gupta Emperor, which ruled in India from 320- 550 CE 
were from Vaishya caste, rather than the Kshtriya. "! 

The Foundation of Varna in Vedas : The first sign of the caste system sketched in the tune to 
Purusha (Rig Veda). The embodied human soul, who is on 4th creature and three fourth eternal, lives. 
The Brahmin caste was to be the chief priests and teachers. Rajanya represented the king, head of the 
warrior or Kshtriya caste, Vaishyas are the merchants, craftsmen and framers and the Shudras are the 
workers. (Rig Veda x:85) 

By the tenth century BC and there after the conquest, Aryans has advanced from the North West 
and Punjab to wrap Northern India. Land and wealth was being handled by only some ruling families. 
Because of poverty the other people were forced to live like slave. The priests were at the highest level 
of the caste system, as they supervised the religion. This time caste system was more flexible. 

During the period of Atharva Veda ‘The Brahmin caste became even stronger their prosperity can 
be observed by the faith that the cow belonged solely to them. Taxes were collected most likely by the 
Kshatriya caste from Vaishya artisans, farmers and merchants. The Shudra workers were very poor 
and they could not give tax while Brahmins were exempted from it. (Atharvaved 3:29:3) 

Between 900 & 700 BC the ‘Brahmins’ were involved in teaching the Vedas and explaining it. At 
this time the caste system was spreading its root and was on the basis of colour ( Varna) but it was not 
very rigid 

The basic difference was at the light skinned Aryans who declared the top 3 castes of the saint 
Brahmins, fighter Kshtriyas and artisan Vaishays and the shady skinned Dadas who were the attendant 
Shudras. Shudras like women couldn’t own property and only rarely they rise above service position. 
The Vaishyas were considered inferior to the Brahmins and Kshtriyas, they were the basic of commercial 
system of trade, farming and crafts. 

Out of God (Brahman) came the Brahmin caste of priests and teachers and the Kshatriyas as to 
rule, development through Vaishyas and Shudras, however the principle was created as justice (Dharma) 
than which nothing is higher so that, a weak person may control by strong as if by a king. They say 
that those who speak truth speak justice and Vice-Versa, because they are the same. 

By meditating on the soul (Atma) alone, one does not perish and can create whatever one wants. 
Whatever suffering occur remains with the creature, only the good goes to soul because evil does not 
go to good 

The Theory of Vikarma in Shiva Trilogy : In Shiva Trilogy, Amish have presented the concept 
of Vikarma which is very equal to untouchables in India. We can find description and references 
regarding Vikramas 

‘As they turned and walked into the lane.’ Shiva asked, “Who are Vikarma women?” “Vikarma 
People, my Lord’ Said Nandi sighing deeply, “are people who have been punished in this birth for the 
sins of their previous birth. Hence they have to live this life without dignity and tolerate their present 
sufferings with grace. 


Further Nandi told that this was the only way through which they can wipe their Karma and can 
overcome from the sin of previous birth. On this Shiva was surprised the way they judge the sin of 
previous year. That sounds pretty ridiculous to him, A woman could have given birth to a underdeveloped 
or overdeveloped child simply because she did not take proper care while she was pregnant, or it could 
just be a disease. How can anyone say that she is being punished for the sins of her previous birth?” !""! 
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Amalgamation of Historical Elements in the Concept of Vikarma as Untouchables : In the 
concept of Vikarma as untouchables In India we find social hierarchy in the form of caste, based on 
the birth of the individual in a particular caste family, the word caste is originated from the Spanish 
word ‘Casta’, means race, breed, strain or a composite of hereditary qualities. The English word caste 
is a modification of original word casta. 

Caste started as with the division on the basis of occupation, gradually caste system became an 
essential part of religious doctrine which divided the person into superior & inferior groups. It is an 
cumulative of persons whose benefits are fixed from birth and sanctioned by religion, based on the 
idea of high and low, superior and inferior, touchable, untouchable pure and impure,. Caste system is 
mainly based on two major characteristics; one is hereditary and another is birth. 

The various restrictions were put on Shudra and Atishudra, in the matter of residence, marriage. 
The theory of pollution also played important role, even simple touch of Shudra used to pollute, defile 
the upper caste Hindus, thus rendering the existence of Shudras worse than animals. In Kerala, a Nair 
can approach a Nambodiri Brahmin but should definitely not touch him. While a Tiyan must keep a 
distance of 36 steps from the Brahmin and a Pulayan may not approach him within as 96 paces.’ "7! 

Several Social thinkers’ philosophers and scholars have tried to find out the origin of caste system in India. 
No definite and concrete proof is available, on the basis of which the date of caste system may be pointed out. 

According to traditional theory, members of the different castes were taken birth out of various 
parts of body of original man Brahma, the creator of the universe. This theory receives a classical 
interpretation in the account of Manu. ‘Occupation is the main basis of caste system, some occupations 
are considered as superior and some are inferior. 

The followers of these occupations were considered as superior and inferior. The caste system 
like other social instructions has originated as a result of the process of the evolution. 

On the basis of economic policy and division in society, several groups were formed. In order to 
maintain their prestige and status these group clashed with one another. As a result the Purohits became 
prominent and they did not only set up their supremacy but they also founded the practice of endogamy.

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Innovation in Agriculture Sector: A Case Study 
of Jakhania Tahsil in the Context of IRDP

Planning and development policies in India have started since the inception of the Five -Year 
Plan. Though, importance of rural development was recognised in the earlier plans, it was only from 
the sixth Plan onwards due emphasis was laid on rural development. The Government of India formulates 
various plans on rural development and did so during the plan periods by formulating strategies for 
future plans and allocating substantial amount to attain faster rural development. This particular 
concept was giver due importance in each and every Five- Year Plan. Basing on the Five- Year Plan 
the government framed and implemented various rural development programmes in our country from 
time to time to achieve balanced development in the country. These development programmes redesigned 
and targeted to eradicate poverty, inequality, low socio- economic growth, regional imbalance, illiteracy 
and unemployment and to gain rural development. 


The main purpose of this study is to examine the agriculture conditions of the Jakhania Tahsil and 
to assess the local resources and their utilisation pattern so as to suggest ways for their optimum use in 
agricultural sector. The study area, i.e., Jakhania Tahsil, is selected because it is representative of the 
geographical and socio-economic conditions of the regional district and highlights the present 
development constraints and measures to overcome them.

The government to overcome some of the inadequacies observed in various approaches for rural 
development emphasized an integrated area planning by selectively integrating various functional, spatial, 
and consequential aspects of rural development. It has been thus realized that rural development in 
certainly different for the concepts of growth and economic development. The series of target 
programmes and strategies for rural development had given valuable lessons. Thus, the concept of 
integrated rural development based on area approach is snowballing with multi-laboured splendour. 
The strategy of integrated rural development based on area approach is supposed to convey much 
more than the earlier strategies. Integrated rural development of rural area and the promotion of activities 
carried out in such areas, agriculture, forestry, fishery, rural crafts and industries, the building of social 
and economic infrastructures with the ultimate aim of achieving a fuller utilization of available physical 
and human resources and thus higher incomes and better living conditions for the rural poor and 
effective participation of the later n the development process. The government has also recognized by 
this time that the concept, which is more relevant for this purpose, is integrated area development. 
Now generally used as integrated rural development. 

Jakhania Tahsil is one of the Five tahsils of Ghazipur District, situated at 25° 40' 8" N to 25° 50! 
10" N Latitude and 83° 18' 49"E to 83° 26' 35"E Longitude in the North-West region of the Ghazipur 
* PGT-Geography, Jeevan Jyoti Higher Secondary Inclusive School, Sarnath, Varanasi 
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district, which is 40km away from the district headquarter. This tahsil includes three developmental 
blocks, namely, Jakhania block and some part of Manihari and Sadat blocks, covering an area of 664.3 
kny. It lies in the south-west of Mau District and in south-east of Azamgarh District. 


Jakhania tahsil includes 502 villages and one town having 10 wards. The total population of Jakhania 
tahsil is 4,64,309 in which 2,29,367 are male while 2,34,942 are female (2001). The rural population of 
the area is 4,53,973 and the urban population of the area is 10,336 (2001). The literacy rate of the 
study area is 57.4% in which male literacy rate is 74.0% and female literacy rate is 41.5%), while the 
rural literacy rate is 57.1%) (73.8% male, 54.6% female) and the urban literacy rate is 69.3% (83.2% 
male, 54.6% female). The tahsil is joined by Railway route of Varanasi - Gorakhpur line and is connected 
with the North -Eastern Railway. 


The region in which the study area lies, comprises purely of Ganga alluvium. During the Pleistocene to 
such recent alluvial deposits of the Indo-Gangetic System have completely surrounded the old land surface 
to the depth of over 500 feet, entirely during all the past geological formation (Narain, 1965). Here, as 
everywhere in the Gangetic plain, the alluvium consists of inter-blended deposits of sand, clay and gravels. 

The thickness of the alluvial sediments varies from place to place. According to Oldham it is 
between 4000-6000 m deep (Oldham, 1917). This plain is a depression between the Himalayas in the 
north and the Deccan Plateau in the south. It has been filled with alluvium commenced after the final 
upheaval of the mountains and has continual throughout the Pleistocene period up to the present 
(Wadia, 1953). The study area is a part of middle plain region of Ganga, which is constructed by the 
alluvium during the Pleistocene period. Its slope is normal which is about 0.3 percent. Jakhania Tahsil 
lies in the Ganga plain, hence, its climate is very similar to that of the plain as a whole. Jakhania Tahsil, 
generally, has a dry climate like the whole of the district Ghazipur. It experiences tropical monsoon 
type of climate with its characteristics seasonal rhythm made by the northeast and southeast monsoon. 

Cultural Constraints : It is well known fact that, agriculture is the major economic factor in our 
country. Various development programmes for rural areas are tuned for proper development of the 
economy. In the study area, agriculture is the main occupation and basis of economy as the area has no 
minerals or has any other natural resources. Thus the agricultural development is of a greater significance. 
The important cultural constraints impeding transformation of agriculture are fragmentation and 
consolidation of holdings, mode of actual cultivation or tenurial arrangements, regime of land ownership, 
and average size of operational holdings.

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Size of Holdings : The production and adoption of new agricultural technology totally depends on the 
size of farms. But the most significant thing is that it has begun to shrink due to great decadal addition in 
number of individual cultivators. There IS no sign of the number of cultivators decreasing in the near future, 
nor is there any great possibility of either a shift from agriculture to other occupations or of increasing the 
land under cultivation. The study area is not untouched by the problem of small size of farmers. The 
increasing burden on agricultural land and laws of inheritance has contributed to division of large holdings. 

Farm Technology : The technification covers three aspects of farm technology, namely mechanical, 
biological and chemical. These are some of the basic ingredients which influence progress in farm 
production and are instrumental in ushering in the green revolution. The mechanical aspects of modern 
farm technology are of great significance. These aspects are tractors, threshers, seed drills, combines 
and more efficient iron farm implements. The primary effect of improved mechanical techniques is to 
save labour but, at the same time, they also contribute to increasing yield per hectare by making possible 
more intensive cultivation and the application of advanced biological and chemical techniques. Breeding 
of high yielding seeds, improved methods of crop fertilization, and the application of new crop-protection 
measures are the progressive biological chemical aspect that increase productivity per hectare. 

Along with irrigation, tractorizational mechanisation is thus the second vital variable behind the 
imbalances in multiplicity of cropping and agricultural productivity. These imbalances are responsible 
for many social, economic and political implications facing the nation. 

Use of Fertilizers : Use of chemical fertilizer is one of the most important practices in agriculture. 
The higher agricultural productivity is linked with the application of bio-chemical inputs, yield-raising 
technology, better water management, etc. It has been estimated that the use of one ton of plant 
nutrients would equivalent to adding above four hectares of cropland in terms of additional production. 
In the study area use of fertilizers is continuously increasing since 1981. The use of fertilizer per 100 
ha of gross sown area is 61 kg in 1995-96, which was 74.1 kg in-93 in the study area. The total 
distribution of fertilizers are recorded 2256 metric tons in 1991 which include Nitrogen (1801 metric 
tons), Phosphorus (435 metric ton) and Potassium (20 metric ton). 

Land use Efficiency : The land use efficiency can be explained in forms of increase in production 
capacity of land due to capital, and labour. In the study area, land use efficiency has been developed on 
the ranking co-efficient method (Bhatia, 1967). The land use efficiency is a function of several variables, 
such as extension of cultivation, fallow land, cropping intensity and crop security etc. In the present 
study four variables net sown area, cultivable waste including fallow land, cropping intensity in terms 
of double cropped area and crop security (showing irrigated area) have been taken into account to 
compute the land use efficiency. After calculating the deviation index three categories of land use 
efficiency have been obtained: 

High Land Use Efficiency : Majority of villages indicating high efficiency, i.e., below 1.0, where 
cropping intensity is high and security is better, while fallow lands are less. On the whole only 157 
villages show high efficiency which itself speaks of the dismal state of affair of land use in the region. 
There were only 93 villages in this category. 

Medium Land Use Efficiency : This category of land use efficiency is presented by 78 villages. 
These villages falling in the category have moderate proportion of their areas under cultivation, moderate 
crop security and intensity as well. It was 70 in 1981, which falls to 49 villages. 

Low Land Use Efficiency : Out of 153 villages, 20 villages have shown low land use efficiency. 
Due to over exploitation of soil, irrigable water and use of other chemicals, the number of villages in 
1981 (54) have increased to 82 villages. 
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Food Grains : Food grains play a major role in the cropping of land under cultivation due to their 
importance in providing substance for human beings and feed straw for livestock. Looking at the 
population increasing at a faster rate than even before, India cannot afford a significant shift of cropland 
from food grains to fodders. Therefore, any major dietary improvement must await a reduction in the 
rate of population growth. 

Food crops are generally less demanding and less exacting in their soil and moisture requirements 
than fibre crops, and are favoured by both natural conditions and socio-economic characteristics suitable 
for farming in areas of moisture problems, in particular inadequacy and truancy in rainfall. The cropping 
of some food pulses is essential in the cropping pattern as it lends to a satisfactory crop-sequence. On 
average, about 74 per cent of the total cropped area was under food-grain crops, i.e., cereals (rice, 
wheat, maize, and barley), millets (bajra, bajri, jowar and ragi), and pulses (gram, tur, black gram, green 
gram, brown gram and lentil). The food crops are classified into 4 categories in the area.

There are only 35 villages (9.49%) falls under low category. In these villages the area under food 
crops is below 80 per cent to gross sown area. In medium category there are 64 (16.99%) villages falls 
and 143 in High. The percentage of area under medium and low category is 80 to 85 per cent and 85 
to 90 per cent respectively. Food grain crops are treated under three different categories, viz., cereals, 
millets and pulses. The overall predominance of these crops is not wholly due to the advantages of 
climatic and soils conditions, but also to socio-economic factors. 





Cereal : Among the food grain crops, cereals are of unrivalled importance and, apparently, have 
always been since the dawn of agriculture. In aggregate, wheat, maize and barley accounted for over 
two-fifths of the total cropped area and all are used mainly as food and most are eaten directly in India. 
The role of cereals in India’s economy is intimately associated with the geographic distribution of 
agro-environments and inhabitants. Wheat is by far the most important cereals. The reason for dominance 
of wheat in continental locations is alluvial soil, irrigation facilities and temperate climatic conditions 
during winters. 


Wheat : It is the largest growing food grain of Rabi season and is the main staple food crop of the 
area, ranking first as to areal coverage and production. The stalk and the straw, after threshing the 
grains, are mixed with green fodder or ground gram is an important source of livestock feed throughout 
the year. It is generally produced in the most favourable parts where fertile soil and irrigation facilities 
are available. 

Fodder Crops : The fodder crops are mainly cultivated for feeding of livestock. In the study area, 
fodder crops occupy about 5 per cent land of gross cropped. These crops are mainly grown on 
infertile lands. With the improving number of existing farm animals, it is of great importance to produce 
more fodder crops. 
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Regional Imbalance in Food Production : The cropping intensity signifies that no land should be 
left fallow for getting maximum output from a’ particular patch of land by growing crops more than 
once in a year (Mitra, 1981). It is the planning of successive crops on the same land throughout the 
year. It is defined as the ratio between Net Sown Area (NSA) and Gross Cropped Area (GCA) expressed 
in per cent. It indicates the additional percentage share of the area sown more than once to NSA. Thus, 
it reflects upon the number of times the agricultural lands have been cultivated during a year. It is 
expressed as 


CI (GCA/NSA) x 100 

Where, C.I Cropping intensity (in per cent) 
GCA Gross Cropped Area 
NSA Net sown Area 


In the study area, three main regions of cropping intensity have been distinguished: High cropping 
intensity regions (> 200%); Moderate cropping intensity regions (150-200%); and Low cropping intensity 
regions (< 150%). 

Regions of High Cropping Intensity. 

This category occupies the lowest acreage covering only 40 villages where cropping intensity is 
above 200 percent. It coincides with the areas where irrigation facilities are available, consisting of loam 
and sandy loam soil with high fertility. The number of villages under this category during 1981 was 29. 

Regions of Moderate Cropping Intensity : This region carries the largest area, spreading over 
92 villages where cropping intensity index varies from 150-200 per cent. These villages have loam and 
sandy loam soils with low to high soil fertility status. In this region irrigation facility is well distributed. 
There were only 136 villages under this category during 1981. 

Regions of Low Cropping Intensity : This region consists of 51 villages, where cropping intensity 
index is below 150 per cent. It is because of inadequate irrigation facilities, ragged topography, and 
moderate to low density of population, unaware-ness farmers and very low fertility of soil. There were 
72 villages under this category during 1981. Due to development of irrigation facilities and overall 
development, the number of villages falls to 51 in 1991. 

The comparison of the cropping intensity index during 1981 and 1991 is shown in the figure. The 
change in intensity of cropping due to improvement in irrigation facilities and the exceptionally high 
growth of rural population from immigrations. Besides these two factors, commercialisation in agriculture, 
workability and fecundity of soil, size of operational holdings and human capital are some other factors 
that determine dynamism in intensity of cropping. 

Developmental Plan : The plan should aim at optimal utilization of land by dividing suitable 
cropping pattern and providing desirable input requirements. There should also be adequate storage 
facilities to preserve the produce after the harvest season, and regulate markets to ensure a fair and 
stable price to the farmer. Following developmental plans can be applied for development purposes- 

1. Removal of physical and cultural constraints - the physical constraints refer to the vagaries 
of monsoon, infertile soil and bad surface drainage etc., which directly affect the production. For that 
provision of assured irrigation nutrition inputs in soil and artificial drainage at appropriate places becomes 
an imperative. The cultural constraints mean bed tenure system and fragmented holdings, which need 
immediate attention. For that there should be made time-bound legal provisions by the government 
authorities. 
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2. Institutional and structural changes - In this regard, special mention may be made of two 
ambitious land reform programmes - ceiling on land holdings and its consolidation. 

3. Adoption of Seed-fertilizer-irrigation technology - The returns and profitability of investment 
in agriculture have been greatly enhanced by the development of seed-fertilizer-irrigation technology. A 
contemporary feature of this development has been a large increase in the use of fertilisers and pesticides, 
much greater demand for irrigation and a fairly widespread tendency to adopt mechanisation of various 
field operations. 


4. Post-harvest facilities - Among the post-harvest facilities marketing and processing are the 
most important ones. The small farmer sells their produce to the retailers or wholesalers on much 
cheaper rates partly due to lack of storage facilities. For that building the rural godowns at each 
primary co-operative society (Sadhan Sahkari Samiti) to prevent the distress sales of grains by small 
and marginal farmers. 

5. Water Resources - At present, it is being utilised for drinking, irrigation, and pisciculture 
purposes in the area. In the context of irrigation, much can be conserved if concerned people are kept 
aware of the actual time and quantity of water to be used. Rain-water harvesting technique is to be 
used for restricting the ground water depletion. 

6. Livestock Resources - The livestock development can also be introduced as mixed farming 
among the farmers. This may create additional employment opportunities, especially during the off 
period and raise the income and drought force for agriculture. This will also contribute to soil fertility 
through cattle manuring. There is provision of financial aid to the small and marginal farmers for this 
purpose, but due to indifference and corrupt attitude of public officials they are unable to take full 
advantage of the scheme. The other obstacle in this regard is the poor marketing facility for milk and 
milk products. The government can be of much help in the matter by developing organised co-operative 
system of dairy farming. 

Summary : Integrated Area Development requires a projection of plan into a decade or two to see 
that the results are visible .For an effective and balanced development of the block , the plan envisage 
three types of integration with in an overall strategy, to say, the functional integration of agriculture, 
industry and social facilities has been adopted in the plan, making use of a spatial model in which 
development in one sector opens up possibilities for development in another; secondly the existing 
hierarchical linkages between villages and towns based on trade and service relations have been adopted 
for the optimum locations of new investments as well as for the decentralised development activities; 
thirdly, the potentialities of irrigated areas have been viewed in relation to the needs and the backwardness 
of the irrigated areas have been viewed in relation to the needs and backwardness of the unirrigated 
areas. The spatial model used for these levels of irrigation is based on carefully selected basic units of 
planning, various hierarchic levels and their linkages.

Intelligence and Academic Performance

Introduction : Nowadays students face lots of pressure in their academic life because of the 
competition, parental and peer expectations, pressure to fit in the globalized world, aspirations, ambitions 
and the benchmark they set for themselves. Rising cases of student suicides due to failure in academics 
and increasing rate of school dropouts are proof of this. Acquisition of knowledge has taken a backseat 
as education process has become mechanised. Value systems and teaching and evaluation methods 
have seen a constant decline in quality. The impact of all these factors has had an enormous impact on 
the students especially the college going ones. In this changing scenario, the student must realize his 
true potential and develop a constructive attitude to handle the day to day problems. Students must 
have the ability to understand and manage their emotions and be able to develop personal and social 
awareness. 


Effect of EI on students’ performance thus becomes all the more important in today’s academic 
settings. 

Emotional Intelligence : The concept of EI was first introduced by Salovey and Mayer in the early 
1990’s and made popular by Daniel Goleman with the publication of his book, “Emotional Intelligence, 
Why it can matter more than IQ” in 1995. Emotional intelligence (ED) is the ability to identify, assess, and 
control the emotions of oneself, others and of groups. Salovey and Mayer defined EI as “the ability to 
perceive emotion, integrate emotion to facilitate thought, understand emotions and to regulate emotions 
to promote personal growth (Mayer, 1990).” EI includes components like self-awareness, ability to 
manage moods, motivation, empathy and social skills such as cooperation and leadership (Goleman, 
1998). Emotions can be viewed as useful sources of information that help one to make sense of and 
navigate the social environment in which one exists. One should be able to perceive, use, understand and 
manage one’s emotion as well as those of others. A person should be able to interpret his emotions as it 
forms the basis for further processing of emotional information. An individual with high EQ will be able 
to decipher the emotions and feelings and use them to facilitate his cognitive abilities like problem-solving 
and can adjust his task priorities according to his moods. Such people have the ability to understand how 
emotions evolve over the lifetime as they are sensitive to emotional changes that take place with different 
experiences. Hence, they are better adept at managing emotions to their advantage. According to Goleman 
(1995), EI comprises of five components: (Goleman, 1995) 


Self - regulation: Ability to control one’s emotions, impulses & adaptability. 
Self - awareness: Ability to recognise one’s emotions, personality, strengths, and weaknesses. 
Empathy: Ability to recognize the feelings of others; sensitivity to others’ feelings. 
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Self - motivation: Ability to gather one’s feelings & to direct oneself towards a set goal. 

Managing relationship (Social Skills): The ability to solve problems without insulting co-workers 
and to maintain good relations with others. 

Singh defines EI as “the ability of an individual to appropriately and successfully respond to a vast 
variety of emotional stimuli being elicited from the inner self and immediate environment (Singh, 2006).” 

Cooper (1996)states that emotional intelligence is “an ability to sense, understand and effectively 
apply the power and acumen of emotions as the source of human energy, information, trust, creativity 
and influence (Cooper, 1996).” 

In 1985, Wayne Leon Payne used the term “emotional intelligence” in the title of his doctoral 
dissertation. That was the first academic use of the term “emotional intelligence”. Then in 1990, the 
work of two American university professors, John Mayer, and Peter Salovey, was published in two 
academic journal articles. These authors found that some people were better than others at things like 
identifying oneself’s as well as other’s feelings and solving problems involving emotional issues. The 
title of one of these papers was “Emotional Intelligence”. However, both practitioners and academics 
were almost remained unaware of the emotional intelligence till the publication muchcelebrated work 
of Daniel Goleman came to light in 1995. Following shortly behind this development, Bar-On (1997) 
introduced his work on emotional intelligence. 


Academic Performance : Academic performance defined as student’s ability to deal with their 
studies and how they handle the various tasks given to them by their teachers. It is also an ability to 
study and remember facts and being able to communicate the knowledge verbally or down on paper. It 
is the outcome of education the extent to which a student, teacher or institution has achieved their 
educational goals. Academic performance is measured by marks or grades obtained by a student at all 
levels of education. A student’s capabilities and performance level is assessed through various tests 
conducted on a regular basis. Besides the grades obtained other success parameters like knowledge, 
attitude, skills, etc., can be used to judge his overall performance. Success in career and life, adjustment 
levels, maturity both cognitive and emotional, social popularity and acceptability should also be taken 
into consideration. The differences in individual academic performance have been linked to various 
factors. Students with higher mental ability as demonstrated by IQ tests (quick learners) and those 
with high conscientiousness tend to perform high in academic settings. 

Emotional Intelligence & Academic Performance : In today’s competitive environment, there 
is enormous psychological pressure on the youth population to perform well and succeed in life. Their 
success is measured against certain socially determined parameters, one of them is Emotional 
intelligence. Several authors explored the relationship of emotional intelligence with other variables 
such as personality, achievement, and well-being. EI has a greater bearing on youth especially college 
going students. Youth is that stage of life where the intensity of emotions is the strongest. Their nature 
does not permit them to pause and analyze their behavior. Control over emotions is something alien to 
them. These emotions can be harnessed and constructively channelized for better overall personal 
health and development. Changing business scenario has necessitated a shift in students’ perception 
about themselves. Globalization has put great stress on their personality to meet the demands and 
expectations of their work area. That is why the study of EI and its effect on overall performance and 
personal development has gained prominence in the last decade. Students have to be taught the ability 
to read emotions of self and of others. In this competitive global world, where values, ethics, emotions, 
morality, etc. are losing their essence, it becomes important that the students are taught the importance 
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of emotional intelligence. Individuals having control over their emotions will also respect others emotions 
thus improving peace and harmony in the world. Understanding the importance of emotional intelligence 
has now become extremely crucial. Emotional intelligence and cognitive intelligence are important for 
attaining success in life. Mostly success depends on EI; therefore, it is essential for the individuals to 
know their EI level which in turn will help them in making right choices. This study attempts to 
measure Emotional Intelligence of college students and find the effect of EI on academic performance 
and also the gender impact on EI and academic performance. 

Research Hypotheses : The following hypotheses have been formulated : 

Hypotheses 1: Emotional Intelligence and Academic Performance is correlated. 

Hypotheses 2: Gender influences the Emotional Intelligence level. 

Hypotheses 3: Gender influences the Academic Performance. 

Research Methodology 

Data Collection and Participants : A sample of 50 management students pursuing their MBA 
degree in a business school in Allahabad region was selected out of which 48 (21 male: 27 female) 
responses were received. The students were selected randomly, and data was collected using structured 
questionnaire. A set of 34 questions was administered to the students to assess their emotional intelligence 
and collect data about their gender and academic performance. The age of the students ranged from 22 
years to 25 years. 

Dependent Variable : Academic Performance: Examination results of the students were used as 
a measure of academic performance. 

Independent Variable : Emotional Intelligence 

Emotional Intelligence Scale developed by Hyde, Pethe, and Dhar (2002) was used (A Hyde, 
2002) in the study to measure the level of emotional intelligence. The scale comprises of 10 factors 
having 34 items, standardized on the Indian population. The following table shows reliability statistics 
for scale used. The value of Cronbach’s Alfa significantly high which indicates that used scale enjoys 
high reliability.

The scale includes items on self-awareness, empathy, self-motivation, managing relations, emotional 
stability, integrity, self-development, commitment and altruistic behavior, value-orientation. Responses 
to all the items were taken using 5 point Likert scale. 

The ten factors are as follows: 

(1) Self Awarenessis defined as being aware of oneself and is measured by the following questions: 

(a) “I can continue to do what I believe in, even under severe conditions,” 
(b) “I have my priorities clear,” 
(c) “I believe in myself’, and 
(d) “I have built rapport and maintained personal friendships with work associates.” 
(2) Empathy is feeling and understanding the other person. The following questions were used : 
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(a) “I pay attention to the worries and concerns of others”, 
(b) “I can listen to someone without the urge to say something”, 
(c) “I can try to see the other person’s point of view”, 
(d) “I can stay focused under pressure”, and 
(e) “I am able to handle multiple demands.” 
(3) Self Motivationrefers to being motivated internally and is measured by: 
(a) “People tell me that I am an inspiration for them”, 
(b) “I am able to make intelligent decisions using a healthy balance of emotions and reason”, 
(c) “I am able to assess the situation and then behave”, 
(d) “I can concentrate on the task at hand in spite of disturbances”, 
(e) “I think feelings should be managed”, and 
(f) “I believe that happiness is an attitude”. 


(4) Emotional Stability defined as the state of an individual that enables him or her to have 
appropriate feelings about common experiences and act in a rational manner. It is measured by: 


(a) “I do not mix unnecessary emotions with issues at hand”, 

(b) “I am to stay composed in both good and bad situations”, 

(c) “I am comfortable and open to novel ideas and new information’, and 
(d) “I am persistent in pursuing goals despite obstacles and setbacks”. 


(5) Managing Relations is the art or science of establishing and promoting a favourable relationship 
in the organisation and measured by the following items: 


(a) “I can encourage others to work even when things are not favourable”, 
(b) “I do not depend on others’ encouragement to do my work well”, 

(c) “I am perceived as friendly and outgoing’, and 

(d) “I can see the brighter side of any situation”. 


(6) Integrity defined as a quality of a person’s character. Integrity means being responsible for what you 
seek and undertake in life and being able to own up one’s own faults in case of failures. It is measured by: 


(a) “I can stand up for my beliefs”, 
(b) “I pursue goals beyond what is required of me”, and 
(c) “I am aware of my weakness”. 


(7) Self Developmentreflects efforts toward self-fulfillment, either through formal study programs 
or on one’s own and is measured by the following two items: 


(a) “I am able to identify and separate my emotions”, and 
(b) “I feel that I must develop myself even when my job does not demand it”. 


(8) Value Orientation refers to the principles of right and wrong that are accepted by an individual 
or a social group. It is measured by: 
(a) “I am able to maintain the standards of honesty and integrity”, and 
(b) “I am able to confront unethical actions in others”. 
(9) Commitment is a virtue and a personal trait that is learned very early in life. Being committed is a 
state of mind and is determined by number of factors. It is based on one’s own personal choices as well as 
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the expectations from other people around us. It is also determined by the quality of relationship we share 
with people, groups, organizations or tasks that we are supposed to be committed to be. It is measured by: 
(a) “I am able to meet commitments and keep promises”, and 
(b) “I am organized and careful in my work”. 


(10) Altruistic Behavioris the deliberate pursuit of the interests or welfare of others or the public 
interest. It is measured by: 


(a) “I am able to encourage people to take initiative”, and 


(b) “I can handle conflicts around me”.

Data Analysis : To assess the relationship between EI and Academic Performance we performed 
t-test, ANOVA and Pearson correlations. 


Results : The study investigates the relationship between EI and Academic performance. Table 1 
shows descriptive statistics of different parameters of EI and Academic Performance.

Bivariate correlation was applied to see if there would be significant relationship between the 
predictor variables (EI variables) and the criterion variable (academic performance). Table 2 shows 
linear correlation between various parameters of EI, total EI and overall academic performance. There 
is a positive correlation among all the EI factors (Managing Relation, Self Motivation, Altruistic Behaviour, 
Self Awareness, Empathy, Integrity, Emotional Stability, Value Orientation, Commitment, Self 
Development), with one another, and with total EI score. There is also a positive correlation between 
the total EI scores and academic performance with 0.05 level significance. There is a negative correlation 
between Self Development and Academic Performance.

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Table 3 shows the ANOVA result of performance with the EI factors, i.e., Managing Relation, Self 
Motivation, Altruistic Behaviour, Self Awareness, Empathy, Integrity, Emotional Stability, Value Orientation, 
Commitment, and Self Development. This test was carried out to determine which of these factors 
was a major contributor to academic performance? The respondents were divided among three separate 
groups based on their percentage, i.e., low, medium, and high with a low group having a performance 
score up to 60, a medium group having a score between 61 and 70, and a high group having a score 
more than 71. The F values of different factors of emotional intelligence show that Self Awareness is 
the major contributor towards the academic performance.

Thus, hypothesis 1 and 3 are supported, and hypothesis 2 is partly supported. 
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Discussion : This study investigates empirically the relationship between emotional intelligence 
and academic performance of management students. This study was focused on three main objectives 
(1) finding the relationship between emotional intelligence and academic performance; (2) to determine 
which factor of emotional intelligence is a major contributor towards academic performance and (3) to 
find out the effect of gender on emotional intelligence and academic performance. 

Finding of the study reveals that there is a significant relationship between emotional intelligence 
and academic performance. The result of the study that EI has a predictive effect on academic 
performance is in line with the previous researcher’s findings. The present study and previous researches 
show that the emotional wellbeing is the strongest predictor of academic achievement and success in 
life. Since emotional intelligence provides the ability to control the impulses and emotions well it holds 
much value than IQ in one’s life for the success and achievements. Emotional Intelligence helps one in 
remain hopeful in times of setbacks and develops empathy and social skills. (Mohapatra, 2010) 

Although all the EI factors contribute towards academic achievement but Self Awareness has been 
found major contributor among them. The probable explanations for this finding lie in an attribute of 
this factor which says that it is responsible for having clear priorities and believe in self and handling 
severe conditions tactfully. 

The study also shows that there is no significant effect of gender differences neither on overall 
emotional intelligence and nor on academic performance which is line of previous studies. Empathy 
was the only factor on which the effect of gender differs significantly. This factor is responsible for 
understanding others. 

Conclusion : Emotional intelligence has been found positively correlated with academic performance. 
This study has revealed through empirical analysis the relationship between emotional intelligence and 
academic performance. This finding suggests that academic institutes should pay attention towards 
improving emotional intelligence of students, and they should be trained to handle emotions positively and 
tactfully which would ultimately result in not only better grades but a better life and society. 

Emotional skills cannot be taught in traditional classroom settings and through simple lectures; it 
requires personal involvement. Role- plays, use of metaphors, value educations classes, simulation, 
live projects, games are some of the effective methods of training for imparting emotional skills.

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A Report of Sir Creek : Water Pollutant and 
the Effects of Contaminants

Once a bustling refinery, now a desolate wasteland, the Refinery is an abandoned Superfund site in 
Bhuj, Gujrat. For years I have driven by the old tanks and tall stacks of the old refinery. I began to wonder 
if any petroleum products or hydrocarbons were seeping into Sir Creek behind the Refinery. Sir Creek 
runs downstream through the town, past the refinery, through the town. I’ve seen people fishing and 
walking in the sir creek. Cows drink from this water. The people drink from wells that share the same 
groundwater with the sir creek. I wanted to discover if the refinery had contaminated Sir Creek. 

I started my field journal in Dec 2020. My dad and I got permission to walk on the land that 
bordered the refinery. I wanted to get close to where the refinery waste ran into the creek so that I 
could get a sample of the water. 

Dec 18, 2020: As J walk behind the old Refinery, I smell petroleum and feel the gooey soil on my shoes. 
I pick up the soil, and it seeps through my hands as black sludge. The soil has been devastated by years of 
contamination from petroleum products and caustic chemicals. As I climb down the banks of the creek, I 
notice that the water smells strongly of petroleum. I fill my containers with the creek water and head home. 

Using a colormetric test kit, I tested the water for: ammonia nitrogen, pH, chlorine, chromium, 
copper, cyanide, iron, nitrate nitrogen, phosphorus, silica, and sulfide. The water tested negative for 
everything except nitrate nitrogen, phosphorus, and silica. These results did not show whether Sir Creek 
was contaminated with petroleum. Since the water smelled strongly of petroleum, I needed to test it for 
hydrocarbons. While searching on the Internet for chemical testing kits, I found a lab in Maine where the 
chemists answered questions. A senior chemist, Mr. Chaterjee, wrote me back saying that he would test 
the water for hydrocarbons. He also answered many of my questions when I e-mailed him. 
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Jan 6, 2020: Once again I’m walking along the creek behind the refinery. Its cool and windy 
today. I just took samples from three places: downstream from the refinery, behind the refinery, and 
upstream from the refinery. We have had a lot of rain lately and the water level in the creek is up. The 
water doesn t smell as bad as it did this summer. 

When I got the samples home, I put the water in six special glass vials that would be sent to Main. 
I could not use any plastic because plastic contains hydrocarbons that would contaminate the samples. 
I sent the vials in a special cooler so that the samples would not get too hot in Bhuj, or too cold in 
Maine. I also conducted my own tests on the water. My results showed that the water behind and 
upstream from the refinery was high in nitrates and phosphates. 

When testing the water, Mr. Chaterjee extracted and analyzed the semi-volatile portion, the portion 
that would be diesel and motor oil, using gas chromatography coupled with mass spectometry. The 
results were not what I expected. The creek water I sent to Maine did not have detectable amounts of 
hydrocarbons in it. But why did the creek water smell like petroleum? 

Next, I tested the oxygen levels behind the refinery, and upstream and downstream from it. The 
oxygen levels at each site were high. The smell was not from anaerobic decomposition. Going back to 
the sites, I tested the creek water with lead acetate paper strips, and the results were negative. The 
smell was not from hydrogen sulfide. 


After compiling my data, I concluded that the smell in Sir Creek behind the refinery is coming 
from undetectable traces of hydrocarbons. Since the late 1999’s steps have been taken to stop the 
leakage of hydrocarbons and hazardous substances into Sir Creek. While my tests were negative, I still 
believe I can smell the petroleum even though it cannot be detected by the tests I performed. I continued 
to investigate Sir Creek. 

Nitrate and Phosphate Levels in Claridy Creek 
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In previous tests, I had found high levels of phosphates and nitrates upstream from the refinery. I 
wondered how this could be. To my surprise, I discovered that the Wastewater Treatment Plant is 


upstream from the refinery. I continued testing Sir Creek further upstream from the refinery, above the 
treatment plant. 
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January 10, 2020: Zoday I am testing upstream and downstream from the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant. It is hard to walk up and down the creek banks at this point, so I attach a bucket to a rope and drop 
it off the side of the bridge at MG Road, upstream from the treatment plant. This is the method I used to take 
my samples downstream from the treatment plant as well. I collect my samples and take them home to test. 

My tests were conclusive, showing no levels of nitrates and phosphates above the treatment plant, 
but high levels in the creek downstream from the plant. Nitrates and phosphates are by-products of 
treating wastewater. The treatment plant uses a denitrification process to take out nitrates before the 
water is discharged back into the creek. Even though the water has been treated, high levels of nitrates 
and phosphates remain in it, contaminating the creek. Was there a way to remedy this? 

Jan 31: As I look over the bridge down into Sir Creek, I see the treatment plant to my north and 
the old refinery to my south. There are plants and grasses growing around and in the creek. I wonder if 
any of them help absorb the contaminants from the creek. 

I started studying the refinery as a seventh grader. I began my second year of research as an 
eighth grader, trying to determine how I could naturally, efficiently, and inexpensively remediate the 
contaminated creek water. I turned my studies toward phytoremediation. 

While searching the Internet for more information on plants used in phytoremediation, I found an 
article written by Dr S D Tripathi. He is a soil scientist for the United States Department of Agriculture, 
in the Agriculture Research Service, and he works at the University of Punjab. He answered my e- 
mails about possible plants to use, and advised me during my experiments. 

My colleague and I built a greenhouse to store all of my plants and to conduct my experiments. I 
decided I would use cattails as my first phytoremediator. Cattails can survive the Bhuj heat and thrive 
just about anywhere. 


Jan 9, 2020: Jt is cool today, I found some cattails at my Grandmas pond and dragged them out 
of the water. I put them in five-gallon containers and took them home to my greenhouse. 

I think that I am the only person alive who has actually killed a cattail. My cattails did not survive 
life in the greenhouse. This was definitely a setback because it was getting cold and soon all of the 
aquatic plants would be going dormant. Luckily, a local water gardener gave me some umbrella plants, 
another species of plant that can live in water. Also, Dr.AN Singh, let me pick some water plants from 
his backyard water garden. I then transplanted the umbrella plants, cattails and mint plants in my 
greenhouse, hoping they would live. 

In my first experiment, I created a contraption to pump water back and forth from a 55-gallon 
barrel to an 18-gallon container. I mixed together fertilizer and water to simulate the high nitrate and 
phosphate content of Sir Creek, and put the mix into the containers and into a control. At the beginning 
and end of the experiment, I tested the water for nitrates and phosphates using my chemical testing kit, 
and also sent samples to the OSU Lab for testing. I placed my umbrella plants in the 18-gallon container. 
I circulated the water every day by pumping water from the barrel to the plants, and kept records of 
the temperature in the greenhouse and the growth of the plants. I conducted my own water tests 
periodically during the experiment. 

By the end of my first experiment, the umbrella plants had grown many new stalks, gotten much 
greener, and were thriving, but nitrate and phosphate levels increased in both the plant water and the 
control water. There was a high amount of algae in the water, which may have affected both nitrate 
and phosphate absorption. I think that possibly the fertilizer collected in the bottom of the 55-gallon 
barrel, and the pumping back and forth affected my results. 
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In my second experiment, I used mint plants and cattails, and mixed a greater concentration of 
fertilizer into the water. By the end of the experiment, both plants were turning brown, smelling very 
swampy, and generally not thriving. The level of nitrates in the mint plants’ water decreased greatly, 
yet the level of phosphates remained high. The opposite occurred in the cattail water. While the 
phosphates remained the same, the nitrates increased. The nitrates showed a slight increase in the 
control water. My mint plants were a success! Now I wanted to test phytoremediation using actual 
creek water. 

January 10, 2020: Jt is cold today. Even though we are in a drought there have been quite a few 
freezes. I walk down the creek bank south of the treatment plant, get a bucketful of water, and head 
back to the truck. I have to get a few more bucketfuls so I can conduct my experiment. I want this 
experiment to be authentic, so I’m using actual water from the contaminated creek. 

In this experiment, I wanted to determine if my umbrella plants would absorb nitrates into their 
roots and stalks. To do this, I put plants into water that had not been treated, well water, and water 
from Sir Creek. I tested the water at the beginning and end of the experiment with my test kit, and Dr 
Sachin Bhatt at the Research Laboratory in Bhuj, tested both my water and my plant samples. The 
nitrates decreased in both water samples with plants in them, yet the total phosphates increased in each 
sample. The results showed that the plant stalks in the Sir Creek water had more nitrates in them than 
the plants in the well water did. I concluded that my umbrella plants actually absorbed nitrates out of 
the water into their stalks. I had success! 

Coclusion : [| started my research studying the Refinery, moved to the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant, and then to phytoremediation. I found that the treatment plant was contaminating Sir Creek with 
nitrate nitrogen and phosphorus, and that umbrella plants and mint plants will absorb nitrate nitrogen. 
Next year I would like to continue to study how the refinery is contaminating Sir Creek. I would also 
like to continue to use my plants to remediate other contaminates, such as lead and arsenic.

Abstract : Geographical Information System is the emerging science that puts together geography, 
computer science, mathematics, statistics, management, surveying and mapping science into one. On 
the basis of geographical data, supported by computer hardware and software it collects inputs, manages, 
edits, queries, models and displays spatial data. Its main factors are: data collection and editing; data 
storage and management; data processing and transformation etc. GIS is a tool used for any computer- 
based capability for manipulating geographical data. The paper describes the types of GIS data formats 
(vector, raster), database objects definitions, relationships, geometric features, data orgnization structure 
and its applications in Environmental monitoring, process modelling and tourism management. GIS 
data can be used in its applications with the respect to data formats, including surface elevation and 
slope from digital elevation model data (DEM), with the applicability in water industry. In tourism 
management the most travel information and data have geographical attributes, which provide a basis 
for the establishment of Travel Geographic Information System (TGIS).

Introduction : The Geographical Information System (GIS) is a tool used generically for any 
computer based capability for manipulating geographical data. The Hardware and Software functions 
of Geographical Information System include data input, data storage, data management (data 
manipulation, updating, changing, exchange) data reporting (retrieval, presentation, analysis, combination 
etc.) It means that GIS is a computer based tool for collecting, storing, transforming, retrieving and 
displaying spatial data from the real GIS world. GIS Provides facilities for data capture, data management, 
data manipulation, analysis and the presentation of geographical data. All of these actions and operations 
are applied to GIS as a tool that forms its database. In this paper it describes the types of the GIS data 
formats (vector, raster), database object definitions, relationships, geometric features, and the data 
organisation structure. Some GIS applications and examples are given for better understanding of how 
GIS data can be used in GIS applications, with the respect to data formats, including surface elevation 
and slope from Digital Elevation Model data (DEM), with the applicability in water industry.

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The geographical (or spatial) data represent phenomena from the real world in terms of their 
position with respect to a known coordinate system, their attributes that are unrelated to position (such 
as colour, pH, incidence of disease etc.) and their spatial interrelations with each other. The spatial 
relations describe how they are linked together (that is known as topology and describes space and 
spatial properties such as comnectivity, which are unaffected by continuous distortions. 

Almost GIS occurs in every industry and it is used for education, land management, natural 
resource management, tourism management, environmental and aeronautical applications (data on 
rocks, water, soil, atmosphere, biological activity, natural hazards and disasters collected for wide 
range of spatial levels of resolution. 

Although it is easy to purchase the parts of GIS (hardware and software), the system functions 
only when the requisite expertise is available, the data are compiled, the necessary routine are organized 
and the programs are properly modified to suit the application, and/or organization’s needs. GIS system 
suitability chain is shown in fig.1

Geographical information attaches a variety of qualities and characteristics to geographical locations. 
There qualities are physical parameters such as ground elevation, soil moisture, atmospheric temperature, 
as well as classifications according type of vegetation, ownership of land, zoning, floods, environmental 
accidents, water resource and sources, waste water, storm water, air quality etc. 

GIS are powerful and cost effective tools for designing intelligent maps for water, waste water, 
and storm water systems. Below, we will describe a storm water system management, tourism 
management and give some examples of system application as well. 

The practice of storm water management reduces the quantity and/or quality of water being 
discharged into a land or water area. 

Effective storm water management requires the linking of specialized computer models to the 
GIS. Also, integration of engineering, environmental and socio economic objectives into storm water 
management could be included. 

In local storm water management, different areas of a watershed implement different storm water 
management plans locally to solve the problems as flooding, sedimentation erosion, etc. 


Most of the physical, socio and economic problems associated with storm water are attributable to 
unwise land use insufficient attention to land drainage in urban planning and ineffective updating of 
existing storm water control systems. An effective solution to storm water management is the watershed 
wide approach. This approach implements a comprehensive storm water plan throughout the watershed 
to prevent the adverse effects of storm water, both at a particular site and anywhere down stare where 
the potential for harm can be reasonably identified. 

Typical applications of GIS for storm water systems include: (1) watershed storm water 
management; (2) Flood plain mapping and flood hazard management; (3) Hydrologic and hydraulic 
modelling of combined and storm sewer systems, including estimating surface elevation and slope 
from digital elevation model data (DEM) Fig.2; (4) documenting field work; (5) planning assessment 
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of the feasibility and impact of system expansion; (6) Estimating storm water runoff from the physical 
characteristics of the watershed, examples are- land use, soil, surface imperiousness and slop.

Topography influences many processes associated with the geography of the Earth, such as temperature 
and precipitation. GIS application professional must be able to represent the earth surface accurately because 
any inaccuracies can lead to poor decisions that may adversely affects the Earth Environment. 

A Digital Elevation Model (DEM) (fig.2) is a numerical representation of terrain elevation. It stores 
terrain data in a grid format for coordinates and corresponding elevation values. DEM data files contain 
information for the digital representation of elevation values in a raster form. Cell bases raster data sets 
(or grids), are very suitable for representing geographical phenomena that vary continuously over 
space such as elevation, slope, precipitation etc. Grids are also ideal for spatial modelling and analysis 
of data trends that can be represented by continuous surfaces, such as rainfall and storm water runoff. 

‘Any digital representation of the continuous variation of relief over space is known as a digital 
elevation model (DEM).’ 


According to Moore : “A digital elevation model is an ordered array of numbers that represent 
spatial distribution of elevation above some arbitrary datum’s in the lands cape.” 


Various structure of DEM : These are following- 
Linear Model, Triangulated Irregular Network, Grid Network. 


Regardless of the data structure, DEM models can be defined in terms of (x,y,z) data values, 
where x and y represent the locational coordination and z represents the elevation values. Grid DEM 
model consists of a sampled array of elevations for a number of ground positions at regularly spaced 
intervals. This data structure creates a square grid matrix with the elevation of each grid square, called 
a pixel, stored in a matrix format. 


Fig. 2 shows a 3D plot of the grid-type of digital terrain models (DTM) data. Usually some 
interpolation is required to determine the elevation value from a DEM for a given point. The DEM 
based point elevations are most accurate in relatively flat areas with smooth slopes DEM models 
produce low-accuracy point elevation values in areas with large and abrupt changes in elevation, such 
as cliffs and road cuts. 


Major DEM application include delineating watershed boundaries and streams, developing parameters 
for hydrologic models, modelling terrain gravity data for use in locating energy resources, determining 
the volume of proposed reservoirs, calculating the amount of material removed during strips mining, 
determine landslide probability. DEM can be used for automatic delineation of watershed and sewershed 
boundaries. DEM data can be processed to calculate various watershed and sewershed characteristics 
that are used for hydrologic and hydraulic model (H&H) modelling Fig.3 of watershed and sewersheds. 
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DEM can create relief maps that can be used as base maps in a GIS for overlaying vector layers 
such as water and sewer lines. DEM files may be used in the generation of graphics such as isometric 
projections displaying slope, direction of slope (aspect), and terrain profiles between designated points. 
The aspect identifies the steepest down-slop direction from each cell to its neighbours. 

Raster GIS software packages can convert the DEM into image for visual display as layers in a 
GIS. DEM data may be combined with other data types such as stream locations and weather data to 
assist in forest fire control, or they may be combined with remote sensing data to aid in the classification 
of vegetation. 

Possibility to use GIS to modify the configuration of the water distribution network, compile model 
input files reflecting those changes, run the hydraulic model from within the GIS, use the GIS to map the 
model results, and graphically display the results of the simulation on a geo-referenced base map. The 
integration method of interrelationships among the user, the Hydrologic and Hydraulic model (H&H), and 
the GIS software is shown in fig.3 A detailed description of (H&H) model can be found in. GIS intended 
to be a means of improving everyday life Geographical information attaches a variety of qualities and 
characteristics to geographical locations. These qualify for physical parameters are such as ground 
elevation, soil moisture, atmospheric temperature, as well as classifications according to type of vegetation, 
floods, environmental accidents, water sources (wastewater, storm water) ownership of land etc. 


We described common geographical data model structures- a grid based structure (raster), and a 
coordinate point structure (vector). Also, we gave a view at a database management system (DBMS) 
as a programme (or collection of programs formalized description of real world phenomena, database 
structures and methods of database organization) that enables the user to save, modify, classify select, 
and extract information for a central database.

With 
economic development and social progress, people’s material and cultural standard of living continues 
to improve and leisure time continues to increase, tourism has become increasingly popular as a kind 
of leisure way. The number of tourists steadily increases. On the one hand, it promotes the vigorous 
development of tourism; on the other hand it also brings new challenges to the traditional tourism 
management. There is the urgent need to improve management efficiency and modernization of industry 
standards. In this case the geographic information system applied to tourism management is the preferred 
platform of tourism information. It can provide considerable travel management technology to ensure 
the effective and scientific tourism management. And it can enable more tourists to use the internet to 
find travel information they need. Compared to the traditional access to travel information, the way 
that gets the travel information by the network is not only fast, informative, new content, but also low- 
cost and loved by the majority of young tourists, which greatly facilities the travel of people and 
promotes the further development of the tourism industry. 

On the basis of geographic information database for tourism, Travel Geographic Information System 
(TGIS) uses the theory and method of systems engineering and information science to collect update, 
manage, display, quarry, analyze cartographic output travel data. It is the travel service system that put 
input, management and applications into one system. The research objects of TGIS are those information 
and data that are related to tourism geographic information and data, such as transportation, accommodation, 
entertainment, shopping, cultural characteristics and features. The ultimate goal of TGIS is to provide 
timely, accurate and convenient services to meet the different needs of various users. 

The development and design of TGIS should be guided by the regulations of tourism industry and 
be consistent with the exploring thought of tourism planners that comprehensively considers the tourism 
economics, marketing, aesthetics, sustainable development, psychology and other aspects so that 
meet the requirements of a wide variety of consumers. 

The Role of GIS in Tourism Management : Tourism has a strong geographical attributes and 
GIS itself is information systems offering services to geographic research and decision-making, which 
can play roles in tourism management. In particular, possessing the functions, such as data collection, 
storage, processing, spatial analysis and so on, GIS directly provides services for tourism management. 
The role of GIS in tourism management are mainly in the following areas : 

Conducting Tourism Information Management : The GIS has both the information gathering 
and storage capabilities and the information analysis and processing functions, so that it can provide 
services to tourism management from two fields, firstly, from the tourist point of view, GIS has 
powerful information storage features and can provide travel information inquiry services for tourists, 
secondly, from the travel management service sector point of view, it can make tourism management 
more easily. 
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Ability to Produce a Comprehensive Thematic Map : When travelling, if tourists have a 
comprehensive tourist map, they will be click to visit and get better travel services. The traditional 
tourist map are paper based, because of space limitations, it is difficult to provide detailed scenic 
status. A very important advantage of GIS is that it has very powerful text and image editing functions 
and data maintenance is also very convenient. 

Compared to traditional paper tourist map, the advantages of GIS drawing tourism plans are 
obvious. Meanwhile, because of its tiered storage capabilities, tourists can not only output a map 
including all tourism elements, such as terrain, road transport, services, facilities, tourist attractions 
and so on, but also superpose one or a few elements and then output the map in the use of GIS. This 
brings the convenience to tourists. 

Providing References for the Tourism Development : GIS has powerful spatial analysis function, 
which has been commonly used in urban planning. Similarly, GIS can also be applied to the tourism 
development. Using GIS spatial analysis capabilities may do space analysis of the human and natural 
landscape, transportation, climate, topography, soil, vegetation, animals and plants in a particular region, 
which can help relevant departments draw the priority development areas. appropriately arrange the 
layout of the tourist routes, clearly define scenic protection zone and development potential, determine 
the extent of tourist attractions and provide references for tourism planning and decision-making. 
Tourism planning departments can make further development and expansion planning and forecasting 
to tourist attractions based on the information. 

Prospects of GIS Applied to Tourism Management : GIS applied in Tourism Management has 
played a significant role. At the same time, it should be noted that information technology changes 
continuously. GIS applied in tourism management also need to improve according to the development 
of information technology to adapt to the information technology development. Looking the prospects 
of GIS applied in tourism management, the fallowing areas need to be improved. 

(i) RS (Remote Sensing), GPS (Global Positioning System), as Supplementary means Applied to 
GIS Data collection and update to enhance information collection ability of the system, RS has stronger 
functions in the field of destination space information collection and image processing of tourist 
attractions; GPS plays the larger roles in orientation in space and data collection of natural tourism 
resource, it can be used to quickly obtain the parameters of ground control points and it can also be 
used for measurement to obtain spatial information data. The RS, GPS and GIS applied to tourism 
management simultaneously enable the system to automatically acquire, process and update, tourist 
information data, dynamically update information in the database at any time so that tourists will be 
able to more timely and accurately get tourism information. This is convenient for tourists, and further 
improves the level of tourism management. 

(ii) Combining the Multimedia and Virtual Technology with GIS to enhance the attractiveness of 
the system for tourists; multimedia combining audio, video, image and text into together enriches the 
function of the system and enhance the visibility of the system. While a variety of showing forms is 
very beneficial to tourists to get all the required tourist information. On the other hand, by using virtual 
reality technology, imitating the scene area and displaying the area by three- dimensional (3D) forms 
make travellers more intuitively understand tourism information and enhance the interest of tourists, 
then better play the GIS’s role in tourism management. 

(iii) Combining the expert system technology with GIS to enhance the capacity to solve travel 
problems’, expert system is a computer system that is set up on knowledge-based programming 
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method. It comprehensively integrates the expert’s knowledge and experience in a particular field and 
can use the knowledge like an expert to solve complex problems that only the experts can solve by the 
process of reasoning initiating experts system evaluation system to establish tourism resources evaluation 
system, landscape assessment and recovery system and ecological environmental protection and 
inspection system so that rationally develop and utilize tourism resources and scenic resources. 

The development of tourism not only needs its own information management and exchange, but 
also adapts to the economic development and information needs of the whole society. The GIS applied 
to the development of modern information technology constantly presents new challenges to tourism 
management. In this case, it is a very important problem that how to make full use of the GIS in the 
tourism management to make tourism management to make tourism management better adapt to the 
needs of information development. It requires ongoing in-depth discussion and study.

ABSTRACT : With India going under rapid transformation every next hour, its people, its government 
and even its media is constantly taking new shapes. The advent of journalism has brought the public 
closer to their government and the transparency between them has increased lately. Our journalism is 
educating us on trivial matters related to the nation and the betterment of its people, enlightening us 
about our rights, opportunities one has as a citizen, and also the duties one withholds towards the 
country. The journalism plays a major role in shaping the opinions, perspectives and attitudes of the 
people towards critical matters, the very recent, knocking at the door, global pandemic or initially an 
infodemic, the novel corona virus COVID-19. 

COVID-19 was declared an international public health emergency by The World Health Organization 
(WHO), on January 30, 2020. Various obligations and precautions then followed have brought people 
into dilemma of choosing between the true and the false amongst the flooding information. This flow 
is rather bidirectional and rapid than imagined. It has become difficult for the people to decide what to 
believe, and this is when the non-biased journalism has to step in the front foot. This is the time when 
the media can teach the public to rationally discriminate among the information provided, stop the 
panic pertaining, and help each and every one stay safe and sound, physically as well as psychologically. 

The research is an effort to investigate the role of journalism during and post pandemic situations, 
to understand the reasons behind accelerated flow of false information and the challenges in front of 
the media to curtail them, to examine and elaborate the measures the media is taking to spread awareness 
fighting against stigma and discrimination that draggles with the virus.

INTRODUCTION : India has undergone rapid and unprecedented changes in recent years in political, 
sociological, and economic aspects. These changes have also transformed the Indian journalism to a 
great extent. Media plays a major role in informing and educating the public and thereby shaping their 
perceptions and through this, tries to bring about changes in national agenda. They are also responsible 
for enhancing literary levels of the society. Apart from the three pillars of democracy; the legislative, the 
judiciary, and the executive; every democratic setup in the social texture has an inseparable part, its 
media. Since the advent, the knowledge and information which were monopolized slowly became available 
to ordinary people. Journalism today has created an impact of its own by playing a role of an agent for 
change, a reflector, and to reinforce policies, laws protecting the dignity of the human kind . 

The Corona Virus Disease 2019 (COVID-19) that has ignited debates and has undoubtedly shaken 
up the core foundations of all the governments, management systems, economy, and the health-care 
system worldwide (Pakpour and Griffiths, 2020; Usman et al., 2020), has now become a high rocketed 
concer for all. Here we are not just fighting an epidemic but, an infodemic, this was said by the WHO 
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Director-General ‘Tedros Adhanom Ghebreyesus’ at the Munich Security Conference on 15 February 
2020. An infodemic is an excessive amount of information concerning a problem or an issue, which is 
at times incorrect and negatively effects while finding proper solutions to that problem. WHO Information 
Network for Epidemics (EPI-WIN), a platform for authentic information was launched to help the 
world find out the correct and customized information to be shared. 


The massive transmission rates that have been observed are never ending. Studies are being 
conducted all over the globe and the results obtained have found that lockdown, isolation and quarantine 
elevate psychological symptoms such as depression, anxiety, phobia, trauma, etc. (Brooks et al., 2020; 
Hawryluck et al., 2004; Sakib et al., 2020; Shammi et al., 2020). And for India being the second largest 
population in the world, the risk and challenges in front of the government and the journalism that has 
to portray the scenario to the public, increasing every hour; every day. 

The outbreak of information is uncontrollable, and the misinformation takes a moment to amplify, 
spreading faster and farther in no time, like sand slipping out of fist. These misinformation are none 
different than the virus itself, travelling with the people. The challenge that we are facing here is the 
timing. We need to get faster to fill up the void. And this can be achieved through the media. The adoption 
of public service journalism that mitigates the misleading concepts regarding the issue can be helpful. 

The media can be effectively used for providing scientific, rational, and motivating suggestions 
and measures rather than elevating the worries and fears among the people, also, it can be used for 
advocating the appropriate laws and rules for the betterment of the people and building public opinion 
in the favour of the laws designed for them and the nation’s growth. 

The journalism needs to act upon not to please its consumers who might be cocooned in their own 
perspective of news bubbles, but to act according to the crisis and lead the one who are blinded by the 
wrongly fed information or the ones who are afraid of some invisible monster because they did not 
apprehend the undistorted set of information. Along with the challenge of accurate timing, the journalism 
needs to tackle the issues related to the propagation of fake news. During an outbreak it becomes 
necessary to make sure that the people are doing the right things and taking pertinent steps to control 
the disease or to mitigate its impact. Now, this becomes the responsibility of the journalism to teach 
people the correct and relevant ways to overcome the matter at hand, portraying the positive effects of 
those measures implied by others so that the rest of the public is inspired to take steps in the positive 
direction, rather than killing time over some false bunch of disguised fears. 

LITERATURE REVIEW : Anand (2014). “Development Journalism: A Catalyst for Positive Change”. 
The research intends to examine the three big programmes which are expected to be game changers in 
transforming rural India. Also, the stories that inspire confidence about the creative potential at the 
grassroots was another important aspect to be taken into consideration by the researcher. The researcher 
adopted historical-analytical methodology and has perused both primary and secondary sources to 
collect information related to the topic. The findings suggest the importance of development and how 
journalists can become partners of development. Dsouza, Quadros, Hyderabadwala and Mamun (2020). 
“Aggregated COVID-19 suicide incidences in India: Fear of COVID-19 infection is the prominent 
causative factor”. The study presents 69 COVID-19 suicide cases (aged 19 to 65 years; 63 cases were 
males) that have been flooding the media platforms. The suicide causalities that have been included are 
— fear of COVID-19 infection (n=21), financial crisis (n=19), loneliness, social boycott and pressure 
generated at the thought of being quarantined, COVID-19 positive, COVID-19 work-related stress, 
unable to come back home due to lockdown, unavailability of alcohol and many more. The study 
utilizes the press media reports on suicide cases, and purposive sampling to select seven popular 
English Indian online newspapers from March to May 24, 2020. The study suggests a need for 
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countrywide extensive tele-mental health care services in consideration to the adamant changes in the 
environment as well as the thought pattern and behaviour of the human beings. Singh, and Adhikari 
(2020). “Age-structured impact of social distancing on the COVID-19 epidemic in India”. This research 
uses an age-structured SIR model with social contact matrices obtained from surveys and Bayesian 
imputation to study the progress of the COVID-19 epidemic in India. The basic reproductive ratio RO 
and its time-dependent generalization were computed based on case data, age distribution and social 
contact structure. The impact of social duration investigated found that a three-week lockdown proved 
to be insufficient to prevent a resurgence and, instead, the study suggests protocols of sustained 
lockdown with periodic relaxations. This particular study underlines the importance of age and social 
contact structures in assessing the country specific impact of mitigatory social distancing. Greenberg, 
Docherty, Gnanapragasam, and Wessely (2020). “Managing mental health challenges faced by healthcare 
workers during covid-19 pandemic”. The research paper focuses on the measures that healthcare 
managers need to put in place to protect the mental health of healthcare staff having to make morally 
challenging decisions. The researchers suggest that once the crisis is over, supervisors should ensure 
that time is made to reflect on and learn from the extraordinarily difficult experiences to create a 
meaningful rather than traumatic narrative. According to the researchers even “The National Institute 
for Health and Care Excellence” recommends “active monitoring” of staff. Pennycook, McPhetres, 
Zhang, and Rand (2020). “Fighting COVID-19 misinformation on social media: Experimental evidence 
for a scalable accuracy nudge intervention”. The research tends to investigate the reason behind people’s 
belief on fake (and true) news and their further propagation to next recipient, regarding COVID-19, 
and hence forth test an intervention intended to increase the truthfulness of the content people share on 
various media. Two studies were conducted with about 1,600 participants (quota-matched to the 
American public on age, gender, ethnicity and geographic region). The results obtained were that the 
people share false claims about COVID-19 because they simply fail to think sufficiently about whether 
or not the content, they are referring to is accurate or not. Participants were far worse at discerning 
between true and false content when deciding what they would share on social media relative to when 
they were asked directly about accuracy. Also, the participants were more discerning in their belief and 
sharing, the ones engaged in more analytic thinking and had greater science knowledge. Zhang, and 
Ma (2020). “Impact of the COVID-19 Pandemic on Mental Health and Quality of Life among Local 
Residents in Liaoning Province, China: A Cross-Sectional Study”. The study aimed to investigate the 
immediate impact of the COVID-19 pandemic on mental health and quality of life among local Chinese 
residents aged 18 and above in Liaoning Province, mainland China. The researchers distributed an 
online survey known as The Impact of Event Scale (IES), indicators of negative mental health impacts, 
social and family support, and mental health-related lifestyle changes. A total of 263 participants were 
part of the study among which 106 participants were males and 157 participants were females. The 
results obtained were suggestive that the COVID-19 pandemic has its associations with mild stress 
among the people. Varshney, Parel, Raizada, and Sarin (2020). “Initial psychological impact of COVID- 
19 and its correlates in Indian Community: An online (FEEL-COVID) survey”. The researches through 
this research have tried to evaluate the psychological impact of COVID-19 in India. An online survey 
(FEEL-COVID) was conducted using the method of snowball sampling, and by providing invitation 
link to various participants, along with measuring psychological impact with the help of Impact of 
Event-revised (IES-R) scale. The total number of responses received were 1106. Results obtained 
showed higher psychological impact with female gender, persons of younger age, and the ones with 
comorbid physical illness. Also, the study states that during the initial stage of COVID-19, one-third 
respondents had a significant psychological impact. 


RESEARCH GAP : All this while, during these turbulent times the government of India is taking 
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measures that is in the benefit of the entire nation, but how the practice of all this is fruitful for the 
common mass needs to be deduced. There is an urgency to understand the role of the media and how 
there is a need of positive journalism in such dire situations. The rhathymia of the people is leading to 
more psychological distress than generating outputs to our advantage. The research investigates what is 
the Indian Journalism’s share to spare, while the pandemic is on its run and after the conditions are under 
control or post pandemic times, in the country. The increasing challenge to fight the stigma that follows. 

IMPORTANCE : The study sees through the frame of reference of the common mass, the 
government, and the media; which will aid in reducing the psychological distress from all the three 
sides, serve as a mutual platform for the three to place their fears and in promoting adaptive coping 
strategies to deal with the situation. It also ensures the government to put their faith in the unbiased 
journalism to convey their minds to the countrymen, in a positive manner. 

METHODOLOGY : The research is based on theoretical and historical explanation and content 
analysis using primary as well as secondary data. 

OBJECTIVES 

1. To reflect light on the terms like; an Epidemic, an Infodemic, and a Pandemic. 

2. To investigate the role of journalism during and post pandemic situations. 


3. To analyse the reasons behind accelerated flow of false information and the challenges in front 
of the Indian media to curtail them. 


4. To examine and elaborate the measures the media is taking to spread awareness fighting against 
stigma and discrimination that draggles with the virus, in the country. 

5. To explore the dire need of media for psychological wellbeing of the public. 

AN EPIDEMIC, AN INFODEMIC, AND A PANDEMIC : An Epidemic is defined as a rapid and 
a widespread occurrence of an infectious disease throughout a community at a particular time period. 
With several factors responsible for the cause, epidemics stay restricted to a country’s location. 

An Infodemic is an amalgamation of epidemic and its accurate as well as inaccurate information. The 
excessive information which has negative effects and makes it difficult to help find solutions to the problem. 


A Pandemic is when epidemic spreads across a large region, more than one country or to another 
continents. The term is more Global than Local, effecting enormous number of people. 

ACCELERATED FLOW OF INFORMATION : Fake preventive measures and untested treatments 
such as drinking warm water, eating garlic, inhaling steam were becoming popular among the people 
and were spreading like flash all over the world. The internet was full of uncountable videos or texts 
explaining how one could be saved using such methodologies, obsessing over these fake facts and 
risking lives, if not of corona virus, something else. WHO already suggests that an Infodemic or 
misinformation related to COVID-19 is equally dangerous and destructive in nature as the virus. 
Researches show that bystander inaction encourages proliferation of false news to a great extent. 
Anyone having access to the internet can contribute to this war of misinformation leading to confusion. 
Social media platforms provide direct access to an unprecedented amount of content and may amplify 
rumours and questionable information. Taking into account users’ preferences and attitudes, algorithms 
mediate and facilitate content promotion and thus information spreading (Cinelli et.al., 2020). A large 
section usually forwards the content over groups simply out of ignorance or excitement to become the 
news breaker. This follows to an innumerable participant joining the chain one after another. Some 
studies pointed out that fake news and inaccurate information may spread faster and wider than fact- 
based news (Cinelli et.al., 2020). 


CHALLENGES UP FRONT : Misinformation running over the internet or any other platform 
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(vocal) have only amplified the menace. Creating frustration and panic, the studies reveal social boycott 
of persons suspected of being infected, due to faulty reports, making it even more troublesome to 
monitor the right health hygiene of the people. 

People’s obsession with temperature is threat to one’s basic intelligence and the public nervousness 
has proved to be a fertile ground for growth of suspicion and stress. Such overflow of content makes it 
difficult for the people to sift real news from the fakes (Bhattacharjee, 2020). While the government and 
the media, hand-in-hand, are struggling with other challenges, next elephant in the room is, the data. This 
giant requires to be updated, tracked, monitored analysed and presented in the form of real-time data in 
front of the common mass. Not presenting a data to the people is not the right call of the government and 
the display of the data up surging every day is also a threat to the psychological conditions of the people. 

Since the flow of information is like the currents of the sea, the moving of immigrant labours has 
increased the risk further. The loss of job and income broke lot of souls leading them to commit 
suicide, even the risk of getting infected has taken so many lives. Reference of the people as “COVID- 
19 cases”, “victims”, “COVID-19 families” or “the diseased” is rearing a stigma in the society. This is 
highly affecting the mental health of the people suffering from the infection and also the ones who are 
not. After the sudden outbreak of the pandemic the abundance of true and false information is destroying 
the peace of mind. Without rationally verifying the information and accepting everything served directly 
multiplies the worries leading to develop anxiety, stress, panic, trauma, obsession-compulsion to stay 
and keep things clean, depression resulting into suicidal attempts. Henceforth, rather than minimizing 
the fears, this kind of behaviour heightens the psychological risks. Moreover, for the people who are 
away from their family or are already living alone. 

Students all over the globe are facing the most turmoil. All they had planned, invested efforts and 
money into the already pursuing courses or to study abroad, all the dreams seems to shatter before 
their ambitious eyes. The competitive exams, for the ones, this year was the last shot, the wait feels 
like never ending. In these hard times the students are likely to lose the track of time and believe their 
world collapsed. They might feel helpless and try to indulge in inconsequential activities. They are 
more likely to develop psychological health problems and often feel frustrated over nothing or everything.

A democratic public deserves dependable information devoid of conspiracy theories and 
quick-fix redemptive cures (Babbili, 2020). 

The Indian media is providing up-to-the-minute facts and figures. Also, the day-to-day change in 
the policies and the precaution guidelines provided by the government, the health ministry, and by 
WHO is made sure to reach every single person, timely, in its true form. It is because of the journalism 
that government is able to reach out the people stuck in the most remote areas and provide them with 
the optimum resources needed. The media is a working vice-versa, letting the troubled citizens to 
reach out to their government and ask openly and freely for any kind of help. Due to the advent of 
technology, several applications appeared in no time to get each and every person aware. The dramatic 
shift of population to relay on the journalists is real life example of putting faith in the fourth pillar of the 
system, this exhibits the oneness of the citizens against an invisible threat. 

The amendments in the policies regarding education and national examinations, in the economy, 
over the workplace and the job possibilities, for the small and large scale industries, the workers- 
labours, the people who have become penniless and are starving; every citizen is being taken care of in 
some or the other way, help is reaching to the needy through the platforms of journalism.

The Contextual Exploration of Toni Morrison’s 
“Recitatif’ : A Socio-Historical Approach 


N.R. Gopal* 


Abstract : The post-World War II American society and the then prevailing socio-historical conditions 
significantly contributed to the development of American Post Modern Literature.Despite its economic 
progress and a political tradition of democracy, the American society of the 1950’s was highly 
conservative and politically reactionary. It led to the intensification of racism and ethnic tension in the 
society. Similarly, the 1960s was not only a period of the civil rights movement, radical resistance, but 
also a period of contradictions and chaos.The themes of identity, racism, and a yearning for virtuousness 
in mankindbecame dominant during this time period.” Recitatif’ is Toni Morrison’s work of short 
fiction which centres around the theme of race and racism.This paper aims to study this story in the 
light of its socio-historic context highlighting significant events and social transformations during the 
time.It examines how the story’s historical context enriches our understanding of Twyla and Roberta’s 
relationship 

Key words : Toni Morrison , Recitatif , Civil Rights Movement , Race and Racism. 

I. Introduction : “Recitatif” is the maiden short story penned by African-American novelist 
ToniMorrison. 

It appeared in an anthology published in 1983 on the writings by African- 
American women entitled Confirmation, edited by Amiri and Amina Baraka.Indeed, Post-Modernism 
and the Afro-American literary representationshave been closely braidedin the writings of Toni Morrison. 
“Recitatif” elaborates on the story of the friendship between two girls, belonging to different races, 
from the time they meet and gel at age eight while staying at an orphanage and later during their 
encounters as mothers on different sides of economic, political, and racial divides in New York. 

Toni Morrison usually writes about her community emphasising its perceptions.Here her outlook 
is however different. The story examines how the interconnection between the two main characters in 
the story is shaped by their racial difference. She illustrates how the divide between the races in the 
American culture depends on how people define themselves in opposition to one another. 

The issue of race remains a vital theme of the story. Throughout the story Twyla and Roberta’s 
rapport is clogged by this sense of an non-navigable racial rift, played out against the back- ground of 
country-wide racial tensions such as the busing crisis. Racial conflicts provide the important milestones 
in the story’s plot. Twyla’s immediate response to sharing a room with Roberta at St. Bonny’s was 
thus : “It was one thing to be taken out of your own bed early in the morning—it was something else 
to be stuck in a strange place with a girl from a whole other race.” 

Morrison does not disclose the racial identity of the girls. She extends socially and historically 
distinctive portrayals in order to enliven the characters of Twyla and Roberta, and leading the readers 
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to come to conclusions about their races based on their connects. For instance, Roberta at one point 
is described as having “hair so big and wildI could hardly see her face.” This may suggest that Roberta 
is black because she had a hair style popular among blacks in the 1960s as opposed to her true racial 
identity. 

II. Socio-Historic Context : “Recitatif” is about three different time periods, all of which saw 
notable racial tensions and shifts in culture within the US. Racial conflicts provide the crucial 
turning points in this story.The story covers a period of more than 20 years, between the late 1950s 
and early 1980s. 

The initial events of the story, when Roberta and Twyla are eight years old, take place during the 
1950s. During this period, Jim Crow segregation was in force and the Civil Rights Movement began. 
In 1954, the Supreme Court issued Brown vs. Board of Education, which outlawed school segregation. 
In 1957, the famous “Little Rock Nine”—nine African American students who took admission in a 
previously white high school in Little Rock, Arkansas—were met with severe protests by white 
segregationists and it ultimately required the intervention of President Eisenhower to be allowed to 
enter in their school. 

In the 1950s communities throughout the country, especially in the South, had segregated 

public facilities, including schools, public transportation, and restaurants. Social and cultural 
segregation became prevalent throughout the country. There had been several landmark events in the 
struggle for racial equality during this decade and it is considered the beginning of the Civil 
Rights Movement. In 1956 Madam Rosa Parks, a middle-aged seamstress, refused to give her seat on 
a Birmingham, Alabama, bus for a white commuter, igniting a year-long bus boycott. Martin Luther 
then became the leaderof the thus sparked Civil Rights Movement. 

Mahatma Gandhi stirred leaders around the world.The civil rights leader, Martin Luther King was 
also one of them.The US Supreme Court declared that Montgomery’s bus segregation was 
unconstitutional. Martin Luther King then said to a crowd in Brooklyn: “Christ showed us the way, and 
Gandhi in India showed it could work.”Martin Luther King was influenced by the Gandhian principle 
of non-violence. He followed it in his own civil rights activism.He wrote that “while the Montgomery 
boycott was going on, India’s Gandhi was the guiding light of our technique of nonviolent social 
change.” 

In May 1929, Gandhi had written a “Message to the American Negro” addressed to WEB. DuBois 
to be published in The Crisis , the official publication of the National Association for the Advancement 
of Coloured People. 


Gandhi’s Message Stated, Let not the 12 million Negroes be ashamed of the fact that they are 
the grandchildren of slaves. There is no dishonour in being slaves. There is dishonour in being 
slave-owners. But let us not think of honour or dishonour in connection with the past. Let us realise 
that the future is with those who would be truthful, pure and loving. 

The next part of the story is during the 1960s, when Roberta and Twyla are young adults. The 
Civil Rights Act was passed in 1964, and then the Black Power movement gained momentum during 
this time, particularly following the assassination of Kingin 1968. There was dramatic cultural change 
in the 1960s with the rise of a rebellious youthful counter-culture which broadly believed in rejection of 
old social norms, progressive politics, and over indulgence. An important cult figure of this culture 
was the rock guitarist Jimi Hendrix, whom Roberta is on her way to visit when she stops at Howard 
Johnson’s. 
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Blacks began protests at white lunch counters and restaurants across the South.More middle- 
class whites became aware of black culture and more blacks became aware of their own roots. 
Organized demonstrations were planned, with both black and white student activists participating in 
“freedom rides” to the South in protest of segregated inter- state public transportation policies. A 
number of activistswere killed and King himself was assassinated in 1968. King’s death led to intense 
disillusionment among his followers and the rise of Black Power Separatism 

The 1970s saw limited improvements in race relations, but the black communities still faced high 
rates of poverty which worsened notably under the presidency of Ronald Reagan, who was elected in 
1981. Although “Recitatif” was written at the beginning of the Reagan era, it addresses to some of the 
social issues during his presidency, such as an increase in disparity in the quality of life of the rich and 
the impoverished. 

The racial conflict of the 1960s took place in the Southern part of US. The Northern cities 
became important centres in the Civil Rights strife of the 1970s. Scarcity of finances and police high- 
handedness contributed to race riots in a number of cities.One of the noteworthyreasons for the racial 
tension in the North was the institution of busing to ensure thedesegregation of schools. 1971 marked 
the beginningof court-ordered school busing. Busing sparked protests and outbreaks of violence in 
many localities. During the same time period, many blacks began to benefit from more equitable 
laws, entering politics and other positions of power in unprecedented numbers. 

Thus, the 20th-century struggle for civil rights produced an enduring transformation of the legal 
status of African Americans and other victims of discrimination. It increased the responsibility of 
the law-enforcers to implement civil rights laws and the provisions of the Civil War-era constitutional 
amendments. 

The ascent of Barack Obama to the U.S. Presidency in the early 21st century reflected a 
transformation of American society, although, during Obama’s presidency the issue of police brutality 
against Black Americans was increasingly in the headlines 

III. Conclusion : The Post-modernist period in American Literature depicts how people reacted 
to the events of the modern era. During the modern era, the two World Wars and The Great Depression 
left many Americans seeking optimism around them in the society. The themes of identity, racism and 
the anticipation of virtues in humanity became dominant in the Post Modern period.” Recitatif” published 
in a 1983 anthology of writings by African-American women, was meant to confirm the existence of 
several generations of black female writers whose work was often ignored or remained unnoticed. The 
catastrophic destruction and the atomic bombs left Americans search for positivity and optimism in 
humanity. The writers tried to paint the society and the humanity in a way that showed the promise of 
goal fulfilment. 


A socio-historical approach of analysis in literature seeks to understand the text based on the 
cultural and historical events taking place at the time it was written.”’Recitatif” , if interpreted through 
the lens of social and historical context of the time, enables us to better analyse it. This story reflects 
the interests, ideas and concerns of the time in which it is written by Toni Morrison. It endorses the 
transformation in the status of the African American people and celebrates their urge to attain civil 
rights and be a part of the American dream. 

In the words of Matterson : Put simply, the American dream is the ideal of opportunity for all, 
of advancement in a career or society without regard to one’s origin. The ideal was embodied in 
Jefferson’s ‘Declaration of Independence’ as ‘Life, Liberty, and the Pursuit of Happiness’. Jefferson 
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was specifically reacting against the ‘closed’ European societies, where power and wealth were seen 
to be in the hands of an aristocratic governing elite. 

The definition of the American Dream by James Truslow Adams in 1931 states that : 

The American Dream, that has lured tens of millions of all nations to our shores in the past 
century has not been a dream of material plenty, though that has doubtlessly counted heavily. It has 
been a dream of being able to grow to fullest development as a man and woman, unhampered by 
the barriers which had slowly been erected in the older civilizations, unrepressed by social orders 
which had developed for the benefit of classes rather than for the simple human being of any and 
every class.

Among Adolescents

Abstract : This paper is a study of adolescents, well being and spirituality. 100 participant , 
included in this study which comprised of 47 males and 53 females. The questionnaires included, The 
Daily Spiritual Experience Scale (DSES) is a 16-item self-report (Underwood,L.G.2006) measure 
designed to asses ordinary experiences of connection with the transcendent in the daily life. The 
Personal Well Being Index (PWI) was developed by the International Well Being group (2006). In 
Spirituality, the mean of female are greater than male but S.D. of male is greater than female . In well 
being, the mean and S.D. of female is greater than male . Result of the study revealed that there is 
positive correlation between spirituality and well being among adolescents. 


INTRODUCTION 

Spirituality : Spirituality is the broad concept of a belief in something beyond the self. It may 
involve religious traditions centering on the belief in a higher power, but it can also involve a holistic 
belief in an individual connection to others and to the world as a whole. 

Spirituality offers a worldview that suggests there is more to life than just what people experience 
on a sensory and physical level. Instead, it suggests that there is something greater that connects all 
beings to each other and to the universe itself. It also proposes that there is ongoing existence after 
death and strives to answer questions about the meaning of life, how people are connected to each 
other, truths about the universe, and other mysteries of human existence. 

Spirituality means different things to different people. For some, it’s primarily about a belief in God 
and active participation in organized religion. For others, it’s about non-religious experiences that help 
them get in touch with their spiritual selves through quiet reflection, time in nature, private prayer, 
yoga, or meditation. 

Many people identify as spiritual but not religious : With a few exceptions, the percentage of adults 
who identify as religious in many industrialized countries is declining, while remaining generally high in 
less developed nations. Even as religious affiliation decreases, though, a sense of spiritual identification 
could remain steady or even increase. 





Spiritual and well-being plays an important role in mental, emotional and physical health. Spiritual 
and well being is associated with a specific religion but does not have to be. Spirituality provide an 
opportunity to detach from circumstances and observe life with clarity and integrity. Spirituality can 
either be positive or negative. Spiritual and well-being is a state in which the positive aspects of 
spirituality differs from one person to the other. Through proper spiritual and well-being, people are 
empowered and realize their issues, stressors, and challenges, and these are not defined by these 
circumstances. This realization paves a pathway to greater peace, freedom of self-expression, increased 
manageability over the healing process and higher self-esteem.

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The term spirituality is derived from the Latin spiritus , meaning breath. It is also related to the 
Greek pneuma, or breath, which refers to the vital spirit or soul. 

Spirituality and well-being is not a practice of isolation but rather of affecting and involving the 
people in their own community of life. Spiritual and well-being groups and sessions provide an open 
and safe environment to explore, learn, practice, support and heal. 

Spiritual and well-being programs include group exploration and experiential practices on the topics 
of meditation, prayer, forgiveness, personal values, purpose in life, the role of self-esteem in spiritual 
connection, healthy relationships, and developing an authentic relationships with a Higher Power, God, 
or Spiritual Dimension. 

Adolescence is a key developmental period characterized by significant changes in brain development, 
endocrinology, emotions, cognition , behaviour, and interpersonal relationships. Well-being in adolescence 
is a growing field of study .The definition of well-being is : ‘healthy and successful individual functioning 
( involving physiological, psychological, and behavioural levels of organization), positive social 
relationships ( with family members, peers, adult caregivers, and community and societal institutions, 
for instance, school and faith and civic organizations) , and a social ecology that provides safety’. 

Well-being :_Well-being is a positive outcome that is meaningful for people and for many sectors 
of society, because it tells us that people perceive that their lives are going well. Good living conditions 
(e.g., housing, employment) are fundamental to well-being. Tracking these conditions is important for 
public policy. However, many indicators that measure living conditions fail to measure what people think 
and feel about their lives, such as the quality of their relationships, their positive emotions and resilience, 
the realization of their potential, or their overall satisfaction with life—i.e., their “well-being.” 

Feelings of wellbeing are fundamental to the overall health of an individual, enabling them to 
successfully overcome difficulties and achieve what they want out of life. Past experiences, attitudes 
and outlook can all impact wellbeing as can physical or emotional trauma following specific incidents. 
Children with learning and developmental disorders may experience considerably more stress than 
typically developing children and this can impact both their health and wellbeing. The same can be said 
for the parents and cares of such children, who have to try and help them overcome their daily issues 
as well as enable them to prepare for what is coming in the future. A child’s wellbeing will be affected 
by the wellbeing of their parents so it is essential that parents take time for themselves in this respect. 

Well-being is the experience of health, happiness, and prosperity. It includes having good mental 
health, high life satisfaction, a sense of meaning or purpose, and ability to manage stress. More generally, 
well-being is just feeling well. 

Well-being is the state of being healthy, safe, comfortable and happy. When parents want to 
make sure their children are safe, comfortable and happy, this is an example of a time when parents 
care about their children’s well-being.

REVIEW OF LITERATURE : Another concern with respect to the relationship between R/S and 
depression has to do with the considerable variation in findings between regions , countries and 
continents ( Dein ,2006). 

R/S should be understood as a multidimensional concept (Bergin, 1983) involving beliefs ( that may 
vary widely) , public practices, private practices, cognitive processes (intrinsic religious motivation or 
importance), and various other psychological aspects such as religious coping and attachment styles . In 
addition, some aspects of R/S reflect a troubled relationship with the deity or religious community, called 
‘religious struggle’, which is often operationalized as “negative religious coping” (Pargament et al., 
1998).Spirituality and Religiosity are often considered together, particularly when incorporating measures 
relating to meaning of life (Krause, 2003).Prayer can impact stress andcoping, and it has been shown to 
be related to happiness andfeelings of general well-being (Boehnlein, 2008;Poloma & Pen-dleton, 
1989,1991)According to Kim et al. (2012), factors such as the age of the sick child,level of education of 
the family caregiver, and previous stress level ofcaring are among factors which impact on the psychological 
health of family caregivers. On the other hand, the age, gender, employmentstatus and stress levels from 
caring are associated with the spiritualhealth of family caregivers (Kim et al., 2012). 

Religious and spiritual communitiescan give people the opportunity to develop social relationships 
and enlarge their own social network. 

In turn, social support can have positive effects on health, such as reducing the impact of stress 
(House et al. 1998). 


Some authors (Musick et al. 2004) believe that it is the presence of a religiousconfidante to 
mediate this relation (e.g., personal relation with God, fellow parishioners, or clergy), while others 
think it is the effect of altruistic behaviors linked to religious worldviews, which help toextend one’s 
social network (Oman et al. 1999). 

A second way in which spirituality is recognized to be related to wellbeing is lifestyle. Religion may 
be the reason for someone to adopt a healthy lifestyle and to avoid unhealthy behaviors, given precepts 
about alcohol and drug consumption, sexual habits, and alimentation that are present in many 
worldreligions (Troyer 1988). 

Religion teaches us to take care of one’s body, believing our body and health to be a gift from God, 
and a temple that must be preserved and respected (George et al. 2009).Another important aspect that 
can be considered as a psychological mechanism that contributesto the link between spirituality and 
wellbeing is meaning in life or purposefulness (Hawks 1994;Wong and Fry 1998). A sense of meaning 
in life can give people higher levels of psychological andwellbeing (Reker 1994) and can be particularly 
important to preventing suicidal behavior(Colucci 2008, 2009a; Colucci and Martin 2008; Colucci and 
Lester 2013; Moreira-Almeida et al. 2006; Rasic et al. 2009).Spirituality and Religion contribute to 
increased levels ofself-control, self-monitoring, self-regulation (McCullough andWilloughby 2009), 
self-reflection (Brownand Ryan 2003), and self-development. These self-constructs have shown the 
potential to increase wellbeing. Participants frequently mentioned that spirituality increased self-reflection 
and monitoringin everyday life, which helped to understand oneself.Another important component of 
Spirituality is the development of the spiritual identity of an individual and the incorporation of spirituality 
into a personal sense of self, which has also been viewed as linked with wellbeing (MacDonald 2009). 

OBJECTIVES OF THE STUDY : The main objective of the study is to find out the relationship 
between spirituality and well being among adolescents. 

RESEARCH METHODOLOGY : The questionnaire based study was carried out at department 
of Applied Psychology, Veer Bahadur Singh Purvanchal University (VBSPU), Jaunpur , Uttar Pradesh 
in 2020. 100 participant were included in this study which comprised of 47males and 53 females. The 
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questionnaires were included The Daily Spiritual Experience Scale (DSES)is a 16-item self report 
(Underwood , L.G. 2006)measure designed to asses ordinary experiences of connection with the 
transcendent in the daily life. The Personal Well Being Index (PWI) was developed by the International 
Well Being group (2006). All the participants were intermediate, 9undergraduate, and postgraduate 
university student. All the participants were requested to fill the questionnaire form separately and this 
was filled within 30 to 40 minutes. Complete explanation was given about the study by the investigator 
to the students to get the informed consent to participate in the study. Then the students voluntarily 
filled the questionnaires. The consent form was taken from all the students.

(4) Female respondents would show more well being than male respondents. 

(5) Married respondents would show more well being than unmarried respondents. 

(6) Upper caste group respondents would show more well being than OBC and SC/ST respondents. 

VARIABLES : 


Independent variables (Gender, Caste , Marital status) and Dependent variables (Spirituality 
and Well being). 


METHODS AND MATERIAL: As per the requirement of the study , the following tools were 

administered. 

1. The Daily Spiritual Experience Scale (DSES) : 

The Daily Spiritual Experience Scale (DSES)is a 16-item self report (Underwood, L.G. 2006)measure 
designed to asses ordinary experiences of connection with the transcendent in the daily life. 

2. The Personal Wellbeing Index (PWI) : 

The Personal Well Being Index (PWI) was developed by the International Well Being group (2006). 

STATISTICAL ANALYSIS : The data analysis was conducted using Statistical Package for the 
Social Sciences (SPSS) Statistics Version 20.

The level of spirituality, while studying had a significant impact on adolescents, 
F(2,97)=2.094,p= .129

DISCUSSION : The study investigated the relationship of spirituality and well being among male 
and female adolescents.

OBC and then SC/ST. The above result show that as the level of education increases the spirituality 
also increases . 


Well Being : Our results showed positive correlation between well being and gender which indicate 
that the high level of well being than the male. In well being, the mean and S.D. of male is 60.8511 and 
13.49231 and the mean and S.D. of female is 62.6226 and 14.04146. The value of t is .643 and level 
of significant is .522. Which was significant different. 

As the age increases , the level of well being also increases into the adolescents. On the basis of Caste, 
the above result show that the high well being level are found into the general category then OBC and then 
SC/ST. The above result show that as the level of education increases the well being also increases . 


CONCLUSION : This Study “Relationship between spirituality and wellbeing among adolescents 
“aimed to investigate the spirituality and well being of adolescents on the basis gender , caste, education 
and their marital status. All the participants were evaluated via questionnaires which included The Daily 
Spiritual Experience Scale (DSES) and Satisfaction with Life as a Whole and The Personal Well being 
Index Scale ( PWI Scale ). 


From the findings of different investigations, it is possible to conclude that there are suggestive of 
association the relationship between spirituality and well being among males and females adolescents. 
The spirituality and well being of female are more than the spirituality and well being of male.

Wordsworth’s Tintern Abbey : An Ecocritical 


Reading 


Dr. Shiv Narayan Yadav* 

Ecocriticism is the study of literature in relation to the environment. Scholars seek to analyse texts 
to illustrate the environmental concerns and how the subject of nature has been treated in different 
ways by the author in it. It first started in USA where it is associated with the Association for the Study 
of Literature and Environment (ASLE). It is also referred to as “green studies” , “ecopoetics” and 
“environmental literary criticism’. Cheryll Glotfelty defines it in The Ecocriticism Reader (1996) as 
“the study of relationship between literature and the physical environment. Just as feminist criticism 
examines language and literature from a gender-conscious perspective and Marxist criticism brings an 
awareness of modes of production and economic class to its reading of texts, ecocriticism takes an 
earth-centred approach to literary studies.” (P. XXVIII) His approach was “to restore professional 
dignity to the undervalued genre of nature writing.” (P XXX 

(1). Lawrence Buell defines it as “‘a study of the relationship between literature and environment in 
a spirit of commitment to environmental praxis.” (P.430.n.20) Simon Estok defined ecocriticism in 
2001 as the movement that “has distinguished itself, debates notwithstanding, firstly by the ethical 
stand it takes, its commitment to the natural world as an important thing rather than simply as an object 
of thematic study, and secondly, by its commitment to making connections.” (P.220) 

Camilo Gomides offers a functional definition that is both broad and discriminating the field of 
enquiry that analyses and promotes works of art which raise moral questions about human interactions 
with nature, while also motivating audiences to live within a limit that will be binding over generations. 
Following this definition, Aston Nichols has recently argued that the historical dangers of a romantic 
version of nature now need to be replaced by “urbanatural roosting”, a view that seeks to link urban life 
and natural world and argues for humans to live more lightly on the planet the way virtually all other 
species do. Such a view relies on anthropocentrism and the mainstream assumption that the natural 
world be seen primarily as a resource for human beings. Environmental crisis is caused primarily by a 
cultural tradition in the West of the separation of culture from nature and the elevation of the former to 
moral predominance. Arne Naess, a Norwegian philosopher, developed the notion of deep ecology 
which emphasizes the basic interconnectedness of all life forms and natural features and presents a 
symbiotic and holistic world view rather than an anthropocentric one. 

William Reuckert is said to be the first person to use the term ecocriticism in his essay Literature 
and Ecology : An Experiment in Ecocriticism (1778). Ecocriticism owes much to Rachel Carson’s 
Silent Spring. “The intention of Reuckert was to focus on the application of ecology and ecological 
concepts to the study of literature.” (Glotfelty and Harold Fromm, P.107) Ecocriticism emerged in 
England with the publication of Romantic Ecology : Wordsworth and the Environmental Tradition 
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(1991) by Jonathan Bate. Under it the development of an environmental justice movement , a collective 
term for the efforts of poor communities to defend themselves against the dumping of toxic wastes 
bring questions of class, race, gender and colonialism in the ecocritical evaluation of texts. Thus 
ecocriticism is an increasingly heterogenous movement which has evolved over time and continues to 
evolve even now. 

Wordswoth’s Tintern Abbey is a study in ecocriticism, in which the poet shows his concern for 
the preservation of nature, written as it was against the background of Industrial Revolution. During 
Industrial Revolution, urbanization was leading to a change in people’s living conditions. There was an 
exodus of people from villages to cities. Because of the expansion of factories, there was need of 
workers to fill job positions. The factory owners, however, did not pay proper wages to the workers. 
As more and more people came to the cities, because of the lack of housing facilities workers were 
crammed into dirty small houses. People were no longer living in their villages in the midst of nature 
but in urban cesspools. 


Industrial Revolution had a most significant impact on Romantic poets because it served as a direct 
antithesis to their subject matter during that time. Eighteenth century poetry was called town poetry 
and it was largely the cityscape that attracted the attention of poets most. But during the Romantic 
Revival, it is the rural landscape that forms the core of poetry especially the poetry of Wordsworth. In 
the Preface to Lyrical Ballads, Wordsworth says that he has selected most of the incidents and situations 
from rural life. The expansion of factories had destroyed nature which led Romantic poets to criticize 
the Revolution and called upon the people to recur to the days before industrialization and see how 
different they were. 


Wordsworth is primarily a poet of nature. He loved nature even when he was a boy. He enjoyed the 
beauty of rural landscape, the mountainous country, its dewy meadows and the river Dervent provided 
him ample scope to give a full play to his boyish spirit. He bathed in the river, basked in the sun and 
wandered through the fields. At the age of 18, when he went to Johns College Cambridge, even there 
he longed for vacations. 

Tintern Abbey does not illustrate all the features of ecocriticism but some of them are unmistakable. 
That it is a landscape poem is in itself a proof of the fact that it is an ecocritical poem. The view of 
Wordsworth in it is not anthropocentric. He does not treat nature as a human resource. He does not 
elevate man over nature. He treats man and nature as similar categories. Thus what the Norwegian 
philosopher Arne Naess emphasizes, he sees the basic interconnectedness of all life forms and natural 
features. He also seeks to restore professional dignity to the genre of nature poetry in this poem, as 
Glotfelty puts it. 

Wordsworth composed this poem as he was returning from his second visit to Tintern Abbey. He 
had already visited this place five years ago. He compares his reactions of the first visit to those of the 
present. The poem shows how Wordsworth’s attitude to nature has changed during the last five years. 
The poet says that he once again hears the murmuring sound of the river Wye as it enters the countryside 
from its descent from the hills. It appears as if the peace of the sky were descending on the earth 
through the high hills. When he sits under the sycamore tree, he is reminded of his earlier visit when he 
reposed under this tree in the same way and saw the pastoral fields, rows of fruit trees with their 
unripe fruits and undergrowth which were all wrapped in greenery. He sees the hedge rows which 
hardly appear so, because of their abundant growth and the grazing land. 

The greenery of the landscape stands in sharp contrast with that of other landscapes which have 
been destroyed due to the expansion of factories. He watches wisps of smoke curling up towards 
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heaven from amongst the trees. The smoke, says the poet, might be rising either from the fire made by 
vagrant dwellers or some hermit living in his cave. The vagrant dwellers or the hermit evoke the picture 
of the Golden Age when there was complete harmony between man and nature. Man, then, did not 
destroy nature but lived on its bounty. Wordsworth loves nature because it fills his mind with peace: 


These beauteous forms, 

Through a long absence, have not been to me 

As is a landscape to a blind man’s eye: 

But oft, in lonely rooms, and ‘mid the din 

Of towns and cities, I have owed to them, 

In hours of weariness, sensations sweet, 

Felt in the blood, and felt along the heart; 

And passing even into my purer mind 

With tranquil restoration. (Lines 22-30) 


Though the poet has been away from these beautiful forms for five years, yet the memory of 
the landscape whether he has been in lonely rooms or in the midst of the din and bustle of city life, has 
invariably given him pleasure. This pleasure, initially felt in the blood, is purely physical. His next 
feeling is of the heart and that is emotional. Lastly, the feeling passes into the mind and fills it with 
calmness. Thus nature has physical, emotional and mental effect on the poet. 


The poet goes on to say that nature has also a moral effect on man. It produces a pleasure which 
does not have a trivial effect on man’s moral deportment. The small acts of kindness and love that men 
perform in life is because of the influence of the nature. The poet says that apart from these effects, he 
is indebted to nature for another gift which is of more noble aspect, this is, the blissful state of mind 
into which he falls from the contemplation of nature: 

Nor less, I trust, 

To them I may have owed another gift, 

Of aspect more sublime; that blessed mood, 
In which the burthen of the mystery, 

In which the heavy and the weary weight 
Of all this unintelligible world, 

Is lightened:—that serene and blessed mood, 
In which the affections gently lead us on,— 
Until, the breath of this corporeal frame 
And even the motion of our human blood 
Almost suspended, we are laid asleep 

In body, and become a living soul: 

While with an eye made quiet by the power 
Of harmony, and the deep power of joy, 

We see into the life of things. (Lines 36-49) 


In this state of mind, the mystery of this world unfolds itself. As the poet meditates on the forms 
of nature, they begin to reel one after another before his mind’s eye and he feels as if his respiration and 
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blood circulation were suspended. The poet says that in this trance-like state he becomes oblivious of his body 
and surroundings and becomes one with nature. There is, thus, no dichotomy left between man and nature. 
The mental vision calmed by this perception of unity enables the poet to apprehend the real nature of things. 

The belief of the poet that man and nature are not different categories indicates that he does not 
treat nature as mere resource for the use of man, but as an inalienable part of his existence. This view 
shows that everything in this world is interconnected, which is a feature of ecocriticism. Here the poet 
treats man not as superior but as a part of nature. This attitude is against anthropocentrism which is 
another feature of ecocriticism. The poet says that even if people do not subscribe to this view, he 
cannot overlook the beauty of landscape which has been a source of pleasure to him, whenever he has 
turned to it amid the unending bustle and anxieties of the world or when the hectic occupation with 
worldly affairs sat like a burden on his heart. 

Wordsworth seeks to revive the picture of his previous visit. Though in the beginning the picture 
is dim, yet by and by it revives in the mind. The buoyancy of youth has gone which makes him sad. 
The landscape, he finds, is not as appealing as it was before. While he looks at the beautiful scene of 
nature, he does not exhaust his enjoyment but reserves some for the future: 


While here I stand, not only with the sense 

Of present pleasure, but with pleasing thoughts 

That in this moment there is life and food 

For future years. (Lines 62-65) 

Wordsworth says that as nature gives pleasure to us, therefore, we should not destroy it. He 

compares the present visit with that of the past and says: 

Though changed, no doubt, from what I was, when first 

I came among these hills; when like a roe 

I bounded o’er the mountains, by the sides 

Of the deep rivers, and the lonely streams, 

Wherever nature led; more like a man 

Flying from something that he dreads, than one 

Who sought the thing he loved. For nature then 

(The coarser pleasures of my boyish days, 

And their glad animal movements all gone by,) 

To me was all in all (Lines- 66-75) 


Recalling his earlier visit, Wordsworth says that when he came first among these hills, he was 
different from what he is now. Then he bounded over the mountains and banks of rivers and streams 
like a startled roe. He went from place to place as if he had no urge of his own and was led in his 
movement by the urge of nature itself. His position, then, was like that of a man who dreads the thing 
he loves rather than seeks it. The rougher joys and physical exercises have now become a thing of the 
past. Nature was then all in all to him. 

Wordsworth says that during the first visit, the sensuous aspects of nature appealed to him most. 
He felt a passion for the forms and colours of nature. He had an appetite, a feeling and a love for them 
which did not need to be supplemented by contemplation. The poet says that now he has outlived that 
stage. He no longer feels the same giddy pleasures and physical enjoyment now, which of course is a 
loss but he does not complain about it as it has been more than compensated. Wordsworth says: 
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Not for this 
Faint I, nor mourn nor murmur: other gifts 
Have followed, for such loss, I would believe, 
Abundant recompence. For I have learned 
To look on nature, not as in the hour 
Of thoughtless youth, but hearing oftentimes 
The still, sad music of humanity, 
Not harsh or grating, though of ample power 
To chasten and subdue. (Lines 85-93) 

When he looks at the spectacle of nature, its harmony makes him keenly aware of human suffering 
which makes him pause and think. The idea of unity or interconnectedness of things which is a feature 
of ecocriticism has been more eloquently expressed in the following lines: 

And I have felt 
A presence that disturbs me with the joy 

Of elevated thoughts; a sense sublime 
Of something far more deeply interfused, 
Whose dwelling is the light of setting suns, 

And the round ocean, and the living air, 
And the blue sky, and in the mind of man, 

A motion and a spirit, that impels 

All thinking things, (Lines 93-102) 

Wordsworth says that he feels a presence which binds all the objects of nature and man. He feels 
it in the light of setting sun, the round ocean, the living air, the blue sky and the mind of man. This 
presence or consciousness stimulates every thought and its object and pervades all things. It is because 
of this interconnectedness of nature and man that the poet still loves the meadows, the woods, and 
mountains, and everything that he beholds on this earth by means of his sense apparatus. He loves all 
that his eye and ear recreate or perceive it. He finds in them the support of all his thoughts. They are his 
nurse, the guide, the guardian of his heart and soul of all his moral being. This view of nature is not 
anthropocentric as here Wordsworth elevates nature above man. This view is also against the idea of 
the Great Chain of Being current in the eighteenth century according to which man occupies a position 
above that of other species and therefore he has a right to kill the animals, usurp their habitat and 
deplete the resources of nature. 

The poet says that even if this creed were not true, the company of his sister is enough to sustain 
his cheerfulness. He sees the incarnation of himself in his sister when he watches the gleams of her 
eyes or hears her voice. He tells his sister that nature never betrays the heart that loves her. If man does 
not cause any injury to her, she will not react against him. She will continue to give him one joy after 
another and fill his mind with such peace and beauty that neither criticism nor disrespect nor unkind 
greetings, nor the dull routine of daily life can ever shake his cheerful faith that all which we behold is 
full of blessings. 

In the name of modernization and scientific development we have been inflicting all kinds of 
injuries on nature like deforestation, pollutions, nuclear tests, overuse of natural resources and the like. 
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As a result, nature has begun to visit her wrath upon us in the form of calamities such as earthquakes, 
tsunami, global warming, climate changes etc. 


If we begin to believe like Wordsworth that nature is full of blessings. We shall never cause any 
harm to her. He asks his sister to enjoy the moonlight and the cold mountains. In future these carefree 
enjoyments shall be turned into sober pleasures. Her mind shall then be the repository of all lovely 
forms and pleasant sounds. Then if loneliness, fear, pain or sorrow are ever apportioned to her lot, and 
if the poet is not near her, with what a joy will she remember him and his affectionate address. She will 
not then perhaps forget that there was a time when she stood with him a long worshipper of nature on 
the bank of the river Wye. She will also not forget that even after years of absence these hills and cliffs, 
the pastoral forms will be dear to him not only for themselves but also for her sake. 

Wordsworth, loves nature. He worships her. She gives him pleasure. She shapes his moral behavior. 
She helps him apprehend the unity of things. She is his nurse, guide, the guardian of his heart and the 
soul of all his moral being. If she occupies such a high place in his view it is difficult to think that he 
will ever advocate the destruction of nature. The poem is, thus, a study in ecocriticism.

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A Conceptual Framework of Chinese Diaspora

Abstract : Diaspora is a scattered population of human beings in order to secure betterment for 
their or their relatives’ life. Its process may be willingly or forcefully, voluntary or involuntary. From 
the original reference to the scattering of Greek, Jewish, African, American, Australian, Armenian, 
Scottish, Indian, Chinese people, diaspora has come to signify more metaphorical journeys of people 
from their original homes to other places for the purpose of dwelling and working there. This paper 
tries to explore and exemplifies the conceptual background of Chinese diaspora. 

Key Words: Diaspora, Community Migration, Emigration, Immigration, Identity crisis, Chinese 
descendants or overseas Chinese. 

An unknown critic has aptly defined the conceptual trap of Chinese Diaspora as an idea that easily 
slides into the same registry as other historically and politically laden terms. Designations of ‘sojourners’, 
‘Chinese descendants,’ and ‘overseas Chinese’, are the terms, respectively invented and privileged at 
different historical junctures to subsume the diverse phenomenon, of Chinese Diaspora under the 
domination of Chinese sects. Combining the terms in one as ‘Chinese Diaspora’ refers to the population 
of approximately 46 million ethnic Chinese people living outside China, Hong Kong, Taiwan and Macau. 
Wang in 1991 has given four principal patterns of Chinese diaspora which is fully affected by the root 
cause of diaspora, and that’s immigration. The first and foremost pattern of Chinese diaspora is Huashang 
pattern known as Chinese Trade Pattern which is characterized by the merchant class of society who 
left their Chinese home and settled in the host countries for the growth of their progress and prosperity. 
A large number of Chinese people especially male society, displaced and disrooted and relocated 
generation by generation into the host countries with their multiple identifications. As they got more 
progress in their business, they were well settled down and brought up as the local families into the 
host countries and their rooted connections with Chinese culture became as strong as it could be at the 
proper time. Such type of Chinese migration has been very prominent into many Asian countries, 
especially the Southeast Asia before the 1850s. Lyn Pan’s book Sons of the Yellow Emperor: A History 
of the Chinese Diaspora provides us a great historical records about the Huashang pattern of Chinese 
diaspora. The first recorded Chinese emigration, following Huashang pattern of diaspora can be taken 
as the Quin Dynasty which occurred during 221-206 BC into Japan or the Philippines. 

The second pattern of Chinese diaspora is recorded as the Huagong pattern which means coolie 
pattern of Chinese diaspora which occurred from the 1840s through the 1920s. During this time, a 
large number of Chinese migrated to North America and Australia to maintain their livelihood and living 
standard better than that of China. The migration during this period involved ‘coolie trade’ in low level 
of occupation in Gold mining and railway department of these particular countries. Pan has written 
about the present movement of the Chinese migrants that “Chinese coolie migrants went to work in 
virgin territories across the world and most of them lived there by the sweat of the brow” (Pan, 61). 
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The historical record of the Chinese diaspora maintains the development of the coolie trade term, 
giving the history of 1840s and 1870s in which it is narrated that coolie trade took to “the bulk of 
Chinese migrants to the new world with the shipload after shipload reaching Cuba, Peru and... British 
Guiana between 1840s to 1870s” (Pan, 67). Between “1870s and 1880s many Chinese migrants are 
found visiting Hawaii and California” (Pan, 94) for the sake of coolie trade. Pan’s estimation reported 
in his book that ‘by 1870s, one out of every four workers in California was Chinese.’ After reading 
Postan and Luo, one can find them standing with the principle of Pan about Chinese coolie trade. They 
maintain Chinese Diaspora study with the fact that during the “rapid growth of the frontier economy in 
the United States between the 1850s and the 1880s” (Postan & Luo, 328), thousands of Chinese people 
migrated mainly to the Western United States, under the head of indenture workers and agriculture 
labourers. They also came as cooks, laundrymen and other occupationists in which Americans did not 
take interest. Chinese emigrants who were fit for the Huagong pattern of diaspora were assigned as the 
men of peasants and their migrations were often temporary because it was seen that a large number of 
Chinese returned China after ending their contracts in the foreign countries. 

The third pattern of Wang’s Chinese diaspora is Huaqgiao which means the Chinese sojourn pattern 
of diaspora in which one can find the emigration of the well educated professionalists for the sake of 
better opportunities in the other parts of the world. It is seen that this pattern of Chinese diaspora was 
dominant for a long period after the fall of Qing Dynasty in 1911. Education was recognized as the best 
way to promote the Chinese culture and the nationalism into the renowned area of the overseas Chinese. 
At a time the slogan ‘without Chinese education or the Chinese culture there can be no overseas 
Chinese’ came into the study of Chinese literature with an interesting concernment. Many Chinese 
education experts or the teachers went to the countries of Southeast Asia to educate the siblings the 
Chinese education so that the mission can be achieved from the 1920s to the 1950s. The deep sense of 
nationalism came to be recognized as the crucial way of living for the common people under the 
imperial rule of the Qing Dynasty. Consequently, the people started to leave their home town without 
getting an official permission in the search of their livelihood. These people were considered as the 
traitors into the eyes of their home town administration so they were mistreated and even executed and 
the same happened with the members of their family. When the Lanfang Republic was established in 
West Kalimantan, and Indonesia, it was again stated and verified that permission could be taken by all 
of them but under the Republic of China from 1911 to 1949, all of these rules were falsified and 
abolished which resulted many of Chinese to migrate outside of Republic of China mostly to the 
coastal regions via Fugian, Guangdong, Hainan and Shanghai. In this way, there occurred the largest 
historical migration of China during this period of Chinese diaspora. Most of the nationalists and 
neutral refugees fled away from Mainland China to the Southeast Asia especially to Singapore, Brunei, 
Thailand, Malaysia, Indonesia and Philippines as well as Taiwan known as the Republic of China and 
the remaining nationalists who were staying there were tortured and even executed. The people who 
emigrated to Singapore and Malaysia gained citizenship in 1957 and 1963, respectively, as these countries 
got independence. By contributing in the funding of Kuomintang in China, some of them tried to 
reclaim for their mainland in China from the Communists. The very term is often used by the PRC 
government to refer to the Chinese ethnicities which live outside of the PRC, regardless citizenship. 
PRC placed severe restrictions on the movement of its citizens from the 1950s to the 1980s. It is 
reported that in 1984, British government consented to transfer the sovereignty of Hong Kong on the 
proposal of the PRC. It has been successful and transfer sovereignty occurred in 1997 so most of the 
citizens of Hong Kong could have visas and the citizenship of their country. They could remain in the 
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country and emigrate from the country as they feel to have their originality, which resulted another wave 
of migration to the United States, United Kingdom (especially England), Australia, Canada, Europe and 
other parts of the world. Although a vast majority of Chinese ethnicity is known as Han Chinese or all the 
groups of Chinese ethnicities such as Cantonese, Hoochew, Hokkien, Hakka and Teochew. All of these 
ethnicities have a little relevance to the ancient dynasty of Chinese diaspora. Most of the Chinese diasporans 
who entered Western countries, were overseas Chinese after the Tiananmen Square protests of 1989. 
The fourth pattern of Chinese diaspora described by Wang is Huayi which means Chinese descent. 
It is a recent phenomenon of the Chinese diaspora which could be seen after the 1950s onwards. It 
describes the people of Chinese descent re-migrating into another foreign country from the foreign 
countries. The term can be verified with the example of Chinese people living in Southeast Asia where, 
one can find a number of Chinese migrating to Western Europe in the recent days “especially since 
1950s after seeing the present mentality of the Southeast Asian nations who now compelled these 
Chinese unwanted” (Wang, 9) while these descent Chinese played their major role in the growth of 
Southeast Asian countries economy. Their economic attempt has been appreciated well as the Chinese 
are well reminded by the people in these countries. They were recognized to be profited from the 
indigenous people reluctantly that’s why they were tortured, claiming to be the self centered and at last 
these Chinese left these countries and moved elsewhere. So, once again the readers can find the 
atrocities of the locale to remove the economic growth without knowing the real spirit of consequences. 
All the four patterns of Chinese diaspora in the eyes of Wang, have been a root cause of displacement 
and dislocation and relocation of Overseas Chinese but Huashang pattern of Chinese diaspora is the 
most elementary and it has been existed for a long time. Combining the importance of all these pattern 
Wang writes — “Chinese migration will be based on Huashang pattern, supplemented by the new Huayi 
pattern with some features of the Huaqiao pattern surving here and there.” (Wang, 12) Between the 
1850s and the 1950s, it is found that a great number of Chinese workers, especially male workers 
from the coastal provinces started to leave their Chinese home in the effort of seeking better employing 
opportunities in the Southeast Asia. Between the 1950s and the 1980s, a widespread violence and 
instability occurred in China which resulted into the shifted migrants at a large measure towards the 
more industrial areas including North America, Europe, Japan and Australia. During this period, a large 
number of migrants were unskilled as they were driven by the growing demand for cheap manual 
labours in China. They were fulfilling their needs without getting training in their business to maintain 
their existence in the world and in this way they were looking suffering from their identity crisis. 
Further, it was found that the thirst of their knowledge for maintaining their existence or their living 
standard motivated them at a great strength and it resulted in Chinese migrants to have been developed 
as a multi-class and multi-skilled profile in line with requirements of globalization and technologically 
advanced economy. For a more comprehensive study, the research scholars must have the causes of 
Chinese diaspora which maintains the established knowledge that the economic and religious concerns 
have been the root cause for the development of Chinese people living abroad into the various countries 
of the world. This migration of the Chinese people can be categorized under the head of the forced 
migration and such migrant community can be exemplified as the displacement of Budhists from China 
and relocation of these pilgrims into Central, Southern and Eastern Asia. The Chinese migrants have a 
long history of migration into the various parts of the world. Different waves of migration created the 
different group of people among overseas Chinese such as the old and the new immigrants in Southeast 
Asia, North America, Oceania, the Caribbean, South Africa, and Europe. In the 19" century of the 
Colonialial period, there came the height of Chinese diaspora. Many colonies felt the lack of labour 
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class people meanwhile in the provinces of Fujian and Guangdong in China we are introduced with the 
Taiping Rebellion in the Ming dynasty when Zheng He (1371- 1435) became the envoy of the Ming. He 
compelled a number of Chinese especially Cantonese and Hokkien to visit to the South China Sea and 
the Indian Ocean to explore a new way of trade for the sake of the development of the country. The 
estimation of the Overseas Chinese Affairs Office narrates at an interval that a number of Chinese are 
found migrating into the different area of the world. The latest estimation presents its reports before its 
readers that 5.7 million or approximately one tenth of all Chinese migrants are living out of China into 
the various countries of the world. The doubtful, yet the official records made confirm to the readers 
that cross-border ethnic groups are not calculated Chinese emigrant minorities unless they left China 
like the Hmong who are not associated as the part of the Chinese diaspora. It is also reported that from 
the mid 19" century onward a large number of emigration has been directed to the Western countries 
like United States of America, the United Kingdom, Australia, Canada, Brazil, New Zealand, Argentina 
and to the Western Europe as well as to Peru, Panama and to Mexico. In the recent years study, it has 
been found that the People’s Republic of China has maintained a strong bond between the African 
Countries. Consequently, over one million Chinese have been moved to these countries in the past 20 
years. Europe has a million of Chinese while Russia survives more than two (lacs) hundred thousand 
people of Chinese in the various places of Russian colonies. Nearly, eighty thousand people are living 
in Germany under the heads of Chinese migrated population. Australia has not more yet over thirty 
thousand Chinese as the diaspora community. There are over fifty million of Chinese living abroad in all 
over the world, playing the role of the Chinese diaspora. Also the readers are introduced with the fact 
that more than 75% of Chinese migration are living in Singapore while 23% in Malaysia, 14% in 
Thailand, 10% in Brunei and 1% in Indonesia, Philippines and Vietnam. China and Taiwan, officially 
known as the Republic of China, is very prominent to maintain the citizenship of the overseas Chinese 
population. As far as relation of citizenship is concerned, one can see the Nationality Law of the 
People’s Republic of China which does not allow dual citizenship as here we have a statement in which 
its clear perspective is stated — “Any person born abroad who are Chinese or whose parents from 
Chinese nationals shall have Chinese nationality. But a person whose parents are both Chinese nationals 
and have both settled abroad or who has acquired foreign nationality at birth shall not have Chinese 
nationality.” (art. 5) The overseas Chinese are found using Chinese language at a great strength and for 
this there is a number of factors which can be studied well including their ancestry, assimilation 
through the generational changes and official policies of their country or their migrant ancestors as the 
“regime of origin”. Generally, most of the established Chinese population in the Western world and in 
Asia, follow the trend of ‘Cantonese’ as the common community vernacular and ‘Mandarin’ is also 
being followed by the new arrivals at a great strength in many China towns in all over the world.

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Impact of Cement Industry Pollution on Physio- 
Morphology Attributes of Kadam 
(Anthocephaluscadamba) around K.J.S. Cement

Abstract: A study was carried out to assess the impacts of cement dust pollution on selected plant 
species around K.J.S. cement industrial belt, Maihar (M.P._). Sampling was done at different distance 
from 0.5-2.0 km from the point sources. Effect of cement dust on chlorophyll content, carotenoid 
content, visible injuries and dust deposition of Kadam (Anthocephaluscadamba) plant species as 
compared to control site Unchehera (20 km away from the cement industry). Increased concentration 
of cement dust pollutants sources invisible injuries like progressive decline in photosynthetic ability 
and effects the growth and productivity of Kadam tree. Present paper attempts to focus on impact of 
cement emission on plant vegetation and adversely affected physiologically. 

Key Words : Cement dust, Chlorophyll, Pollution, Kadam tree 

Introduction : India is the major sources of dust and sand storms (DSS) in the country. India is 
the second largest cement producer in the world and the central India covers the seven states of our 
country. It has a long industrial development and M.P. is situated in the geographical heart of Indiabetween 
latitude 21.02°N-26.87°N and longitude 74.02’ E-82°49’E. The cement industry role a vital part in the 
in stabilities of the environment and produces air pollution hazards (stern, 1976). Air pollution has 
become a major hazard to the survival of plants in the industrial zones (Gupta and Mishra, 1994). 
Someemployees have also former studied the impact of air pollution on the plants with reference to 
foliar anatomical and biochemical changes by experimenting on various sensitives plants (Samal and 
Santra, 2002). Increased contraction of the above pollutants causes progressive reduction in the 
photosynthetic ability of leaves, closure of leaf stomata and, mainly, a reduction in growth and 
productivity of plants (Larcher, 1995). 

Satao et al., (1993) also reported that due to cement dust reducedplant productivity and of chlorophyll 
concentration in a number of plants. Cement dust are potentially harmful to the environment. Cement 
dust pollution severely effect the growth and morphology of plants, it might be in the form of visible 
marking on the foliar such as chlorosis and necrosis etc. Reduction in growth parameters is due to the 
cumulative effect of the casual factors on the physiological processes necessary for plant growth and 
its development (Suchtzki and Cregg, 2007). Photosynthesis pigments in green plants and assessment 
of their concentrations in foliage provide an estimate of Potential Photosynthetic Capability (Gitelson 
and Merzlyak, 1996 and Carter, 1998). 
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All the atmospheric pollutants retained by leaves are transformed inside the plant and effect its photosynthesis 
and respiration. At the level,the damage manifests aschlorotic and necrotic lesions (Landis and Yu, 1995). The 
objective of present study was to analyses the effects of dust pollutants on chlorophyll ‘a’, “b’ and total 
chlorophyll,carotenoidscontent, injuries and dust depositionof Kadam (Anthocephaluscadamba) plant species 
around K.J.S cement plant. Plants around the cement industry were selected for physio-morphologic analysis. 
Also, plants from pollution free sites were taken as reference for compression. 

Material and Method : Maihar is situated at 24.27°N-80.75°E. On the national highway NH-7 
and has an average elevation of 367 meters (1204 fit). In The present study, four sampling sites were 
selected around cement industry. According to the locals of Maihar, it is said that they are the ones to 
visit the goddess in this remote forest. They called the mother goddess by the name ‘Sharda Mai’, and 
henceforth she became as popular as ‘Mata Shard Mai’. The people of believe that Alha is alive and 
come at 4 am in the morning to warship the ‘Goddess Sharda’. 


Four selected sites station around the cement plant, up to a distance of 2 km, were decided for 
each season. In the present study, only Kadam tree was performed at each site during 2019-20 on 
season basis. Plants were examined for physicochemical parameters such as chloroplast pigment, 
carotenoids piment, visible injury and foliar dust deposited. Chlorophyll and carotenoids were extracted 
at 80% acetone and readings were measured at 623, 647,615 and 480 nm and calculation were made 
according to (Arnon, 1949) using absorption coefficient. 

The dust deposited on plant leaves surface and 20 leaves from different branches of selected plant species 
have been collected and kept in separate polyethene bags. The water containing dust has been filtered through 
pre-weighed filter paper. The difference in the weight of filter paper yielded the amount of dust on the sampled 
leaves and the leaves area was calculated. The absolute of dust deposition may be important for physical effect. 
Chlorosis is the phenomenon of leaves yellowing due to the loss of chlorophyll. Necrosis means the wilting of 
plants due to the lack of chlorophyll. Leaves were collected at different heights and the percentages of leaves 
exhibiting chlorosis and necrosis were calculated (Carloson et al., 1996). 

Result and Discussion : The impact of cement dust on chlorophyll pigments, carotenoids, visible 
injuries and dust deposition of Kadam at various study sites around the cement industry. Cement plant 
around K.J.S cement plant Maihar are given in table 1. The data reveals that chlorophyll concentration 
fluctuated from 0.357 to 0.389 mg/gm, chlorophyll b from 0.056 to 0185 mg/gm and total chlorophyll from 
0.384 to 0.547 at site 3 and control site in Kadam tree. The lowest concentration both chlorophyll and 
carotenoid are found at site 3 which receives highest dust fall from cement plant areas. Dusted or encrusted 
leaf surface is responsible for reduced photosynthesis and thereby causing a reduction in chlorophyll content

(Joshi and Swami, 2009). There chlorophyll is not present, as in autumn foliage. The yellow and 
organs of carotenoids are predominant. Significant changes were observed in carotenoid concentration 
of trees nearest to the cement industry. In the study conducted by Joshi and Swami, (2009). The 
cement air pollution severely affects the growth and morphology of plants. It might be in the form of 
visible markings on the foliage such as chlorosis and necrosis etc. shows the data on leaves suffered 
from chlorosis/necrosis of all site plants. It was found that the highest values resulted in site 2. The 
maximum deposition per cm’ was on site 3 on selected plants. Dust effects plant physiology at both 
physically as well as atthe chemical and biochemical level. The absolute level of dust deposition may be 
important for physically effects. Brown and Breg, (1980). 

Conclusion : The present study shows that the deposition of cement dust has an effect on vegetation 
characteristics and between plant tree. The physio-morphological characters of kadam were studied at 
different distances from the industry and compared with the control plant. The data indicated from 
different sites indicate that chloroplast pigment, carotenoids. Visible injury and dust deposition were 
affected by cement dust pollution. The kadam tree growing in control site were healthy than the trees 
growing near the cement plant. Chlorophyll content is important for the photosynthetic action and 
reduction in chlorophyll content has been used as an indicator of air pollution since it is fairly sensitive 
to air pollutants. Proper maintenance and machine efficiency ensure reduction in the generation of dust 
and gases during various operation. They would reduce adverse impact on vegetation.
